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Could 3 Children 
Have Escaped 
Killer Home Fire?

State and local fire investigators con- 


tinued yesterday to probe for information 
about a house fire that took the lives of 
three young children early Friday in one 
of Hoffman Estate's worst tragedies. 


No cause has been determined for the 


fire that killed Stephanie, Robert and 
Todd Gahan of 129 Des Plaines Ln. 


The children were ages 7, 6, and 5, re- 


spectively. 


One lead being Investigated concerns 


two tanks, one containing acetylene, the 
other, oxygen, which had been stored in 
the house's attic. A report on the tanks, 
now at the Joliet Crime Lab, is expected 
today. 


A fourth child, Laurie, 16, managed to 


survive the blaze. She reportedly es- 
caped through a window in a bedroom 
where she was sleeping white babysitting 
for her younger brothers and sister. The 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. William Gahan, 
were not at home at the time. Gahan is 
employed as a salesman at Woodfield 
Ford in Schaumburg. 


Four Hoffman Estates firefighters 


were injured while attempting to rescue 
the children, who were trapped by the 
blaze. 


LT. JEROME Danowski, one. of the 


first men to reach the scene, said the 
heat from the fire knocked him down 
several times while he tried to reach the 
rooms where the children were located. 


Sheets of flames and dense smoke pre- 


vented him from reaching the room. He 
received second degree burns on his 
face, neck and one hand. 


Deputy Fire Chief Edward Kalasa and 


firefighter Dave Fair were injured when 
a second explosion ripped out a portion 
of the front wall. Firefighter John Criel 
was injured. All were treated and re-

Most of the neighbors questioned about 


the tragedy said they did not know the 
family, who had been renting the house 
since last August. 


"There was an explosion, but it 


sounded like breaking glass and trash 
cans being knocked over," said Mrs. Ray 
Featheringham, 134 Illinois Blvd., who 
lives directly behind the Gahan home. 
She said after hearing the noise she went 
to a back window .and saw dense, black 
smoke. Seconds later the entire house 
was engulfed in flames. 


Mrs. Featheringham said her husband 


and several other men rushed into the 
night to get the children from the house, 
but they were driven back by the heat. 


Kalasa said the heat from the fire 


could have been as high as 1,500 degrees. 


THE BEDROOM where the two boys, 


Robert, 6, and Todd, 5, were found had

''It was the worst night of my life," 


said Hoffman Estates Fire Chief Carl 
Selke, as he tried to recount the details 
of a fire that in the first few moments of 
Friday morning took the lives of three 
young children.

Without much sleep, Selke and the oth- 


er firefighters gathered at the two fire- 
houses in the district for another day of 
work. 


All were saddened by the fire which 


killed Stephany, Robert and Todd Gahan, 
who had all lived less than a decade. 
Few were able to sleep at all with the 
tragedy fresh in their minds. 


"We were there in less than a minute," 


said Lt. Jerome,Danowski, who was at

Ward Weaver, 36, president of Schaum- 


burg State Bank, surrendered himself, 
Friday morning to federal marshals and 
postedN$1,000 bond on charges he made 
false entries in the bank's books, accord- 
ing to Frank Murtha, U.S. attorney pros- 
ecuting a six-count indictment against 
Weaver delivered Thursday.

Weaver and Oostling were indicted by 


a federal grand jury Thursday, each on 
five charges of making false entries and 
one charge on conspiracy to make false 
entries. The charges deal with alleged 
transactions in the Schaumburg bank 
and in Evanston Trust and Savings 
Bank, where Weaver also was president, 
and Bank of Clarendon Hills. Oostling is 
former president of the Clarendon Hills 


bank. 


The indictment alleges the Clarendon 


Hills bank made loans totalling more 
than $630,160.66 to,Mar-K-Z Motors'and 
Leasing Co., Inc., Freeport, and its prin- 
cipals and-then recorded them as s.»Id 
and transferred to the two other banks. 
The loans remained in the Clarendon 
Hills bank and were not transferred, ac- 
cording to the indictment. Mar-K-Z no 
longer is in business Murtha said. 


Murtha said yesterday the Schaum- 


burg bank was involved in only $60,000 of 
the loan transfers. Weaver is named in 
all counts of the indictment, including 
those dealing with transfers to the 
Evanston bank. He was president there 
during the period of the transfers, alle- 
gedly made between March 1, 1967, and 
June 1,1968. 


THE TRANSFERS were recorded to 


deceive state examiners looking into af- 
fairs of the banks, Murttia said. Friday, 
adding the examiners specifically, were 
investigating the loans.'. The indictment 
charges the two men "made false and 
misleading statements to the-examiners 
concerning the status of the Mar-K-Z 
loans," Murtha said. 
~ The second count of the indictment, the 
one showing the Schaumburg bank trans- 
fers, as well as some at the Evanston 
bank, deals with a total of $233,186.14 in 
loans, Murtha said. The sixth count, list- 
ing only Evanston bank records, alleges 
false entries totalling $396,974:52. 


While Weaver is named in all counts, 


Murtha said, in some be is named as a 
principal, and in other as an. aider or a 
better. 


Neither Weaver or Oostling are 


charged with embezzlement, as was re? 
ported Friday in some other papers; 
Murtha said.

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Harper Teachers Get 5.3% Hike 


A1972-73 salary package granting a to- 


tal average increase of 5 3 per cent to 
Harper College faculty members has 
been termed "low in some areas" by the 
faculty salary committee. 


The first to settle in the Northwest sub- 


urban area, respresentatives of the Har- 
per teachers say they are satisfied with 
the agreement "considering the econom- 
ic conditions of the times." 


The salary package was approved by 


the Harper Board of Trustees after about 
three months of negotiations. The teach- 
ers approved the package earlier this 
month with a 62 to 48 vote. 


The package calls for 
~-An increase of 2 6 per cent of each 


teacher's contracted salary; 


—A $300 increase for teachers rated 


good or outstanding; 


—An overall average increase in fringe 


benefits of .47 per cent. 


The teachers are paid within four dif- 


ferent salary ranges: between $8,800 and 
$15,000 for instructors; $9,700 and $17,000 
for assistant professors; $11,000 and 
$20,000 for associate professors; and 
$12,800 and $23,000 for full professors. 


THE INCREASE in the teachers' base 


contract is .< per cent higher than last 
year's. However last year's agreement 
also included provision for a five per 
cent merit payment to top teachers. 
Salary ranges and the 10 per cent promo- 
tion increase used this year will be re- 
tained next year. 


Elements such as salary ranges, facul- 


ty evaluation, educational grants, promo- 
tions in rank and merit compensation 
will be studied next year by teachers, 
adminktraton and board members. 
Members of the negotiating teams 
agreed that these elements are "matters 
of board policy." 


Regarding the issue* slated for-study, 


Ray DePalma, chairman of the faculty 
salary committee, said "they need con- 
siderable work to update them to current

According to the faculty salary com- 


mittee a comparison of base salaries at 
IS local community colleges ranks Har- 
per 14th.

'Second Mile9 


Seeks To Halt School Bus Traffic

Conceding an obligation to all resi- 


dents. Hoffman Estates Park District di- 
rector Al Binder is willing to take that 
extra step. 


"Now we're going a step further," the 


newly-hired director declared last week. 


Binder explained that because of apa- 


thy on the part of apartment complex 
managers, he is having all park district 
informational brochures and literature 
"hand-delivered" to local apartment 
dwellers. 


Binder is undertaking the measure be- 


cause of an admitted weakness in the 
park district's method of disbursing in- 
formation to its constituents. 


The district uses the water company's 


mailing list. Since most apartment dwel- 
lers don't pay water bills, they don't re- 
ceive the literature. 


THE BROCHURES were mailed to 


single-family homeowners the first part 
of last week. The brochures were to have 
been hand-delivered to the apartment 
complexes Friday, well in advance of 
any registration deadlines for the sum- 
mer park district activities listed. 


When first made aware of the over- 


sight, Binder responded that he would 
immediately contact all local apartment 
managers and inform them they can pick 
up the brochures at the district office 
and distribute them to the tenants. 


He did this about 13 days ago. In the 


interim, only a few of the managers 
bothered to appear. "It appears they 
could care less," Binder said. 


So, if the apartment managers won't 


pick up the brochures, Binder is willing 
to use park district personnel to "hand- 
deliver" the literature. 


Binder wants to make the procedure a 


rwtular part of park district routine. Ob- 
viously, he explained, if it is to be effec- 


tive, the district will need the "coopera- 
tion" of the apartment managers. 


BINDER'S THEORY is that once the 


literature is put on an apartment man- 
ager's doorstep, the manager should be 
willing to see that it is made available — 
perhaps band-delivered a second time — 
to all tenants. 


Binder has faith in the method. The only 


alternative, he contended, would be to 
pay an outside firm to compile and as- 
semble an apartment mailing list. Such a 
project would cost at least $150, he adds. 
"It would be a waste of the taxpayer's 
money," the youthful director said. 


Nonetheless Binder is forthright. He 


does not consider apartment dwellers to 
be second-class citizens. "I am obligated 
to give every resident of Hoffman Estates 
Park District an equal opportunity to 
participate," he said. 


His responsibility now will be to im- 


press upon the apartment managers that 
their tenants are entitled to that "equal 
opportunity to participate." 


IN SHORT, Al Binder believes the 


apartment managers should be willing to 
take an "extra step" also. 


Binder does admit the hand-delivery 


measure is experimental. The burden of 
making sure the procedure is effective 
does, however, fall on the park district's 
shoulders especially in view of his state- 
ment about all Hoffman Estates resi- 
dents have an "equal opportunity to par- 
ticipate" in park district activities. 


If it is determined to be ineffectual, 


Binder may discover, to his chagrin, that 
the only solution will be spending the 
money to compile an apartment mailing 
list to go along with the water company 
list. 


But, that will be too late for the sum- 


mer- brochures. 


Armed with a home movie of school 


buses driving by her house, a Hoffman 
Estates woman asked the High School 
Dist. 2il board of education Thursday to 
prevent Conant High School buses from 
taking a short cut through her subdivi- 
sion. 


Kathleen Schafer, 100 Aberdeen Court, 


told the board that at 3:40 each after- 
noon at least nine buses drive by her 
house "at an excessive rate of speed and 
at close intervals." She said the buses 


create a hazard for children going home 
from nearby Dist. 54 Fairview School. 


After viewing Mrs. Schafer's film and 


hearing her plea, board members ex- 
plained the district has many problems 
with busing students long distances to its 
four high schools. Board Pres. Robert 
Creek said, "I am delighted to see you 
here explaining a public problem. We 
will do our absolute best to improve the 
situation, but the improvement, I'm sure, 
will not mean that no buses will go by 
your house."

Bill To Allow Traffic Enforcement 
On Private Lots Wins House OK 


A bill allowing municipal police depart- 


ments to enforce motor vehicle laws on 
private property unanimously passed the 
Illinois House of Representatives Friday. 
The bill originated in Hoffman Estates. 


Approved by a 118-0 vote, the bill now 


moves to the Senate. Though introduced 
by State Rep. David Regner, R-Mount 
Prospect, a prime architect of the legis- 
lation was Richard Regan, chairman of 
the Hoffman Estates Plan Commission. 


In effect the bill would authorize mu- 


nicipal boards, on request from owners, 
to direct police to enforce traffic laws on 
private roads and parking lots in mul- 
tiple-family developments. 


A House vote on a partner bill that 


would require sellers of condominiums to 
furnish buyers with specific and com- 
plete information on the units itself, and 
obligations and restrictions connected 
with ownership prior to closing a sale 
also is imminent, Regner said. 


THE IMPETUS for both bills came 


from Regan, who feels such legislation is 
necessary especially in view of the ex- 
plosion of condominium and multi-family 
development in the Northwest suburbs. 


The bills would serve to protect people 


who may not be sufficiently sophisticated 
concerning the many-faceted responsi- 
bilities 'and potential problems connected 
with( condominium ownership. 


Regner said that State Sen. John Gra- 


ham, R-Barrington," will shepherd the 
traffic bill in the senate. 


Regner explained an amendment has 


been added to the traffic bill that, in ef- 
fect, will stipulate that municipalities 
must establish speed limits and other 
regulations on the private property that 
are in accordance with the state motor 
vehicle codes.

feet from the floor. Kalasa said escape 
from there would have been very diffi- 
cult for a small child because the win- 
dow was hard to open and high off the 
ground. 


The third child, Stephanie, was found 


in a bathroom only a few feet from the 
rear door of the house. 


Firemen theorize that she lost her way 


in the smoke and flames and was 
trapped in the bathroom. 


The intensity of the heat was so great 


that metal kitchen appliances, window 
frames and other usually noncombus- 
tibles were covered with flames, firemen 
said. 


The firemen and police reached the 


scene in less than two minutes, but the 
house was totally engulfed. They were 
repeatedly beaten back by flames, heat 
and smoke and were not able to reach 
the children for almost 20 minutes. They 
fought the fire for more than 90 minutes 
hefore bringing it under control.

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No Danger Of Fund Loss For Two Bank Depositors 


While both the Village of Schaumburg 


and Schaumburg Township School Dist. 
54 have deposits in Schaumburg State 
Bank that may total more than the $20,000 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. insur- 
ance limit, there is no danger of a loss of 
funds for either governmental unit, local 
officials said Friday. 


The village has upwards of II million 


in the bank, said Mayor RobeVt 0. At- 
cher. The school district has a payroll 
checking account in the bank, which at 
times has deposits totaling up to $400,000, 
said Mrs. Jeanne Goff, school district ac- 
countant. 


The school district account usually is 


depleted within a week or two, as teach- 
ers cash their pay checks and the checks 
clear the bank, Mrs. Goff said. 


However, Mrs. Goff said "there is no 


problem whatsoever" which could entail 
a loss of school district monies. 


Some district teachers have expressed 


concern their pay checks might not* be 
honored, said Mrs. Goff. At one school in 
particular, the teachers met and dele- 
gated one of their members to inquire if 
the checks would be cashed. At that 
school "all the teachers were quite con- 
cerned," said Mrs. Goff. 


"I HAVE TOLD them there is no prob- 


lem whatsoever," she said. 


In the Schaumburg Village offices, 


Mayor Robert 0. Atcher was equally re- 
assuring Friday. He called the Chicago' 
office of State Auditor .Michael Hewlett 
immediately on his arrival at work Fri- 
day, he said, and was told "there is no 
problem with regards to village funds in 
the Schaumburg bank, or anyone .else's 
funds in that bank." 


The official Atcher spoke with also said 


he was to meet with the bank's directors 
and officers Friday afternoon, and ex- 
pected to be able to "straighten the mat- 
ter out," said Atcher. 


"Since this thing 'has become an in- 


dictment, people having money in an in- 
stitution like this worry without having 
answers. There shouldn't be any anxiety, 
because their money is safe," said'At- 
cher. He was referring to the indictment 
Thursday of Ward Weaver, the bank's 
president. 


While Atcher was unsure exactly how 


much of the village's money is on deposit 
at Schaumburg State Bank, all savings 
account funds are in certificates of de- 
posit of $20,000 increments, said Atcher. 


THIS MEANS EACH certificate is con- 


sidered a separate account, and is on de- 
posit for a specified period of time at a 
specified rate of interest, that cannot 
change, no matter how other interest 
rates fluctuate, he said. 


The village also has checking accounts 


at the bank, some of which may contain 
more than $20,000, said Atcher. The 
FDIC guarantees deposits up to the

Hockey School Signup Under Way 


Enrollment is under way for the Gene 


Ubriaco Hockey School offered by the 
Rolling Meadows Park District from 
June 19 to Aug. 12. Classes will be given 
at the Boiling Meadows Sports Complex. 


Ubriaco, a former Chicago Black 


Hawk and coach of the Chicago War- 
riors, said the hockey school will be basi- 
cally the same as it was last year. • 


The hockey school will be a week long 


and will be broken down into five three- 
hour instructional periods from Monday 
through Friday and a game on Saturday. 


Each day the boys will learn a differ- 


ent fundamental of hockey. The first 
hour of each session will be devoted to 
hearing a lecture and/or seeing a film on 
some fundamental of hockey and the 
next two hours will be spent practicing 
the fundamental on the ice, said Ubriaco. 


By Thursday the boys will be broken 


down into teams and the teams will play 
an actual game on Saturday. 


EVERY WEEK there will be sessions 


conducted for three different age groups. 
Eight to 10-year-olds will meet at 12:30 
p.m., 11 to 13-year-olds at 2:30 p.m. and 
14 to 17-year-olds at 5 p.m. 


In grouping the boys, "first consid- 


eration is given to age and weight," said 
Ubriaco. Ability then comes into play. It 


is possible a 12-year-old could be placed 
in the 14 to 17-year-old group if he is 
good enough just to give him better com- 
petiton, he explained. 


Class size for each age group will be 


held between 30 and 35. Three to four 
instructors will work with each group on 
the ice. 


Each position also, will have its own 


instructor so each.boy can be evaluated 
on his ability and given advice as to 
what he must do to improve. 


WHILE ALL the fundamentals are cov- 


ered in one week, Ubriaco said many 
boys choose to go through the school 
twice during the summer so they can go' 
over everything. 


For boys who were enrolled in the pro- 


gram last summer, this summer will 
serve as a refresher. The boys probably 
will be moved into a different age group, 
also giving them more competition. 


The staff also will be the same as last 


year. In addition to Ubriaco, the staff 
will consist of Ron Mason, assistant di- 
rector of athletics and hockey coach at 
Lake Superior State College; Matt Pavel- 
ich, senior National Hockey League offi- 
cial; Howie Young, former NHL defense- 
man; Gary Bryon, coach of the Chicago 
Minor Hawks; Mike Nardella, a member 
of the University of St. Louis hockey 


team, and Don Muio, member of the Lake 
Superior hockey team. 


The major change this year will be in 


cost. "We have tried to make the pro- 
gram financially within the reach of ev- 
ery boy," said Ubriaco. Costs for resi- 
dents was reduced to $30 and the cost for 
non-residents was set at $45. 


FOR RESIDENTS who still find the 


cost prohibitive a new program has been 
started where a limited amount of hous- 
ing will be available for non-residents. 


Ubriaco said boys attending the hockey 


school come from as far away as To- 
ronto. These boys need a place to stay 
while they are attending the school, so 
they are boarded in local homes for $35 a 
week, which covers the cost of the school 
for a local .boy.

School Board Looks At Ethics Law 


Members of the High School Dist. 211 


Board of Education got a look at the 
forms required by the new Illinois ethics 
law last week and decided the law would 
not cause them any problems. 


Board members were advised by attor- 


ney Allyn Franke to file the required 
forms with the Cook County Clerk's of- 
fice, even though a Circuit Court judge 
recently ruled the new law requiring fi- 
nancial disclosures unconstitutional. 


"That was only a lower court ruling," 


Franke said, "and I think you should 
proceed to file as the law requires until 
the high court makes a ruling." 


The forms require the school board 


members to list firms in which they have 
a financial'interest of more than $5,000, 
or which give them an income of more 
than $1,200 if the firm does business with 
the school district. 


ALSO, THE board members must list 


capital gains of more than *s,000; firm* 
which have requested zoning or annexa- 
tion in which they'have an interest; and 
any gifts received worth more than $500. 


Illinois Supreme Court, Franke said the 


ASSUMING THE law is upheld by the 


school board members will in the future 
be required to file the statement each 
year by April 30. Also, he said, any per- 
son filing for a school board election will 
have to show he has filed the form with 
the county.

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Key Republicans Defend Governor 


by BOB LAHEY 


Two key Republicans have come to the 


defense of the bdeagured leader of their 
party, Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie, in the 
continuing offensive by Ogilvie's Demo- 
cratic challenger, Dan Walker. 


State Rep. David J. Regner, R-Mount 


Protpect, chairman of the House Appro- 
priations Committee, and Rep. W. Rob- 
ert Blair, R-Park Forest, speaker of the 
House, last week challenged Walker to 
spell out his charges of overspending by 
the Ogilvie administration. 


Blair and Regner issued an invitation 


to Walker to testify during a two-day 
hearing beginning tomorrow in Spring- 
field on financing of higher education. 


"If Mr.\ Walker's charges are not 


merely campaign rhetoric," Regner said, 
"and be really knows of specific cases of 
overspending, we want to know about it, 
too, so we can trim the fat now, rot next 
year." 


Walker has declined the invitation to 


testify, dismissing it as "just another po- 
itical ploy" by the Republicans. 


TOE MOVE BY Regner and Blair may 


or may not be a direct response to cam- 
paign developments of the past 10 days; 
the first of what Walker insists will be a 
serie* of "debates," between Ogilvie and 
Walker; and publication of the first ma- 
jor poll between the two since the prima- 


ry election. 


Many Ogilvie supporters had mis- 


givings when the governor agreed to de- 
bate Walker. Those misgivings have 
grown in the aftermath of their first 
meeting. 


Walker is on the attack - the logical 


tactic for the challenger. It worked for 
him hi the primary, when he succeeded 
in keeping Lt. Gov. Paul Simon almost 
constantly on the defensive. In his first 
debate with Ogilvie, he again achieved 
the offensive — unfairly, with half-truths 
and baseless allegations, charge Ogilvie 
backers. 


Fair or unfair, the Chicago Sun-Times 


poll published last week indicated that 
Walker has grabbed an early, and com- 
manding, lead over Ogilvie throughout 
the state. 


In the face of this, it is not difficult to 


imagine that Ogilvie is turning to the 
foot soldiers for a flanking movement to 
try to turn the Walker assault and gain 
the offensive. 


For this job, Regner and Blair are logi- 


cal volunteers. 


THEY OCCUPY two of the most pow- 


erful positions in the House of Represen- 
tatives, and their challenge to Democrat 
Walker thus carries some weight. 


Both are engaged in campaigns of 


their own, but neither is .considered in 


Within one week of its relase, Irving 


Wallace's fascinating new novel "The 
Word" — about a sensational forgery of 
an entire gospel (according to Jesus' 
brother James) — had begun climbing 
the best-seller lists. 


The novel capitalizes upon a fascina- 


tion which has been widespread ever 
since the momentous discovery of the 
Dead Sea Scrolls in 1947: the possibility 
of someday unearthing more Information 
about Jesus Christ." 


The book is not only as gripping as any 


detective story ever written, but shows 
the evidence of Wallace's ten years of 
research, during which he consulted 
scholars all over the world. And the gen- 
eral reading public — who can hardly be 
imagined reading moat books on Biblical 
archeology — will benefit immensely 
from the scholarly material which Wall- 
ace has assembled. So will the clergy, in- 
that they may be relieved from the tire- 
some ignorance of skeptics who mouth 
the familiar claim that, "nothing was 
written about Jeaus until hundreds of 
years after be died." 


During a telephone interview, Wallace 


expressed amazement and amusement 
when Informed that a forgery similar to 
that outlined In his book had actually 
taken place in the U.S. 


AND WHILE not on anything quite like 


the thirty-year scale In his novel, this 
forgery was perhaps even more astound- 
ing, considering the perpetrators and 
their success. 


One day in 1936, two freshmen at Cam- 


b r i d g e , Massachusetts' intellectually 
prestigious Episcopal Theological School 
(ETS) were stung by the splendor of a 
sudden thought - while sitting in New 
Testament class. 


"Wouldn't it be fascinating if a manu- 


script turned up someday which would 
settle the dispute about the ending of St. 
Paul's Epistle to The Romans!" said 
their professor — with such yearning 
that the two frosh decided to oblige him. 


So they purchased a sheepskin from 


the Harvard Co-Op, buried it for a month 
— and when that didn't make it look suf- 
ficiently ancient, they boiled it in coffee. 


THEN TO Harvard's immense library 


where they learned all that was neces- 


sary about the manner of Greek in New 
Testament manuscripts. The ink was an 
amalgamation of all the ink available — 
and mysteriously borrowed — from fel- 
low students. Finally the finished manu- 
script was rubbed on a rug by the bare 
feet of one of the two conspirators. 


Six months after this Manhattan Proj- 


ect of practical jokery had begun, Pro- 
fessor Norman Nash (afterwards Bishop 
of Mass.) received a tetter signed by one 
"Horace Partridge" — a name selected 
at random for its piquancy. Partridge 
was writing Professor Nash to inform 
him that having recently 
traveled 


through Egypt, he had (1) Purchased an 
interesting-looking but mysterious scroll 
from a beggar in Cairo (2) Been strongly 
advised, by an Episcopal missionary in 
the city to send the manuscript to his 
former seminary professor at ETS. 


Excited (but veiled) references to a 


sensational archeological discovery soon 
began punctuating the lectures of the 
seminary faculty — especially those of 
widely beloved New Testament Professor 
William Henry Paine ("Daddy") Hatch, 
whose eyes glowed with anticipation. 


When the "Partridge 
Manuscript" 


passed the scrutiny of the staff of Har- 
vard's Fogg Museum, the Rev. Dr. 
Hatch took special leave to write a 
monograph on the exciting discovery. It 
was then that the two students panicked 
and confessed all to Professor Nash. 


"HE WOULDN'T believe us because 


we were just freshmen!" recalls one of 
the hoaxers, the Rev. Reamer Kline — 
now President of New York's Bard Col- 
lege. "We had to show him the cut edges 
of the manuscript. And when be phoned 
Daddy Hatch' the only response was: 'Oh 
no! no! no! qo!..." 


For years afterwards, no one ever 


mentioned the magnificent hoax in Dr. 
Hatch's presence. But the beloved pro- 
fessor eventually forgave his students, 
.especially when one of them, Chaplain 
Barrett Tyler, was killed in the Pacific 
during World Warn. 


In the ETS chapel is the Tyler 'Memor- 


ial Window. And in the lower right hand 
corner is a small but significant par- 
tridge — with a scroll around its neck.

ity «f Discharges. • 


However, he undoubtedly recognizes 


that if he accepted the invitation to testi- 
fy he would be on the other fellow's bat- 
tlefield, with the world watching. And the 
high ground would be very much in con- 
trol of the Ogilvie infantry. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Dr. Luigi V. 


Populi, the distinguished political scien- 
tist and humanitarian, stopped by my 
desk and handed me a philosophical 
bumper sticker. "Stop The Primaries! . . 
it said. 


I said, "Is this some new cause you 


are promoting hi your tireless crusade 
for a better world tomorrow?" 


"This is the beginning of a nationwide 


protest against the barbaric ex- 
termination of American presidential 
candidates," he replied. 


"Do you have any idea what the casu- 


alty rate from this year's primaries has 
been thus far?" 


I admitted I had not seen the latest 


body count, but I agreed the toll was 
high. 


"I AM ASKING you to sign this peti- 


tion demanding an immediate halt to the 
primaries as a means of ending the 
senseless and tragic destruction of candi- 
dates," Populi said. 


I said, "Every decent American' has 


been appalled by the devastation 
wreaked upon Lindsay, Hartke, Muskie 
and Jackson.

Joins Appeal To Supreme Court 
Church Hits FBI Publications Probe 


The Countryside Unitarian Universalist 


Church of Palatine has gone on record as 
denouncing the FBI's probe of the Unita- 
rian Universalist Association (UUA) and 
Its affiliated publishing company. 


The FBI launched its study of financial 


records of the church and the related 
Beacon Press last fall after the firm pub- 
lished a four-volume edition of the Penta- 
gon Papers. 


The edition was based on excerpts of 


the controversial study of U.S. in- 
volvement in the Vietnam War which 
earlier had been publicly disclosed by 
Sen. Mike Gravel, D-Alaska. 


The 135-member congregation of the 


Palatine church, in a resolution adopted 
at a special meeting last week, termed 
the FBI's investigation "unwarranted," 
and urged Robert Nelson West, president 
of the UUA, to continue to resist the 
probe. 


The UUA has joined lawyers for 


Gravel in appealing to the U.S. Supreme 
C o u r t lower court's decision that 
Gravel's senatorial immunity does not 
extend beyond his own action and that of 
his aides to include the Beacon Press. 


The court is expected to rule on the 


matter during the spring session. 


J E A N N E PETERS OF Arlington 


Heights, social concerns chairman of the 
Palatine church, maintained that the 
UUA and the Beacon Press are being 
"harrassed" for being "singled out" of 
the various' publishers of the Pentagon 
Papers. 


The Rev Ruppert L. Lovely, minister 


of the church, objected to the scope of 
the investigation's including all checks 
received and written by the UUA over a 
five-month period rather than being con- 
fined to those concerning the publishing 
of the Pentagon Papers. 


He also contended that the in- 


vestigation in general constitutes "a fla- 
grant violation of religious freedom and 
the right to free association" insured by 
the U.S. Constitution. 


Lovely said the UUA would not consid- 


er an adverse Supreme Court ruling j>n 
the senatorial immunity grounds alto- 
gether disappointing, because the case 
could then be appealed on constitutional 
grounds, which the church considers 
mere important. 


V,'«t indicated in a statement that two 


factors influenced the decision to print 
the Gravel edition of the Pentagon Pa- 
pers: 


-To help reduce the likelihood of the 


U S. "becoming involved" in a situation 
similar to the Vietnam conflict. 


—To uphold principle* of the democrat- 


ic process, particularly religious free- 
dom, freedom of the press and the pub- 
lic's right to know. 


"IT ALSO should be noted," West 


stated, "that it is the tradition of Beacon 
Press and our denomination to publish 
significant books which should be in the 
culture but which other publishers are 
reluctant to publish. Such publications

Press because "public interest in in- 
vestigation ,to identify and prosecute 
those responsible for criminal offenses 
overrides any protection afforded by the 
First Amendment," according to federal 
prosecutor Warren P. Reese. 


The alleged offenses involve "Illegal 


acquisition, dissemination and disposition 
of government documents " 


Gravel has been spared prosecution for 


his role in releasing the contents of part 
of the secret papers because he did so 
in his capacity as a senator at a subcom- 
mittee meeting. 


His reading of the documents was ex- 


tensively covered by the media, and pre- 
ceded Beacon Press' publication of the 
information by three weeks.

She will continue this tactic until Au-

Mrs. Keeley, of Mount Prospect, is 


more fortunate. With five years experi-

She doesn't regret major- 
ing in education either, but she wishes 
she 'hadn't switched school districts two 
yean ago. 


Like Rothwell, Mrs. Keeley was a few 


months away from tenure when she 
learned her job would be eliminated. She 
was surprised when the shortage in 
t e a c h i n g jobs began,but shenever 
thought it would affect her job. Now 
Dist. 207 officials are helping her with 
letters of recommendation and job leads. 


In reviewing the situation, Mrs. Keeley 


says that "rationally I understand the 
cuts had to be made and as a nontenure 
teacher I would be one of the first to go. 
But emotionally, I can't help but feel bit- 
ter."

A proposal to create a new state bond- 


ing agency has been stamped a "threat 
to local control of junior college con- 
struction" by Harper.College,Pres. Rob- 
ert Lahti 


The governor's office1 has submitted a 


proposal to the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives to create a capital devel- 
opment board with the power to sell gen- 
eral obligation bonds for state agencies. 
In the past the state sold bonds through 
the offices of the Illinois Building Author- 
ity, an independent state agency 


According to state officials, the new 


agency will be able to sell bonds at a 
lower interest rate and consequently 
save the state money. 


For Harper officials, this would mean 


the 75 per'cent state funding for con- 
struction projects would be channeled 
through the new board rather than tie 
ISA. 


IF THE BILL is passed, the college 


still will retain its obligation to provide 
25 per cent of construction costs. 


At a meeting Thursday, Lahti said he 


feared the new agency would supervise 
all construction from design to repair. In 
the long run, he said, increase in state 
supervision might lead to 100 per cent 
state funding and complete state control. 


The key to the local officials' objection 


is in the role of the two agencies. The 
IBA is a state agency, yet it is indepen- 
dent. The new board, on the other hand, 
would be directly tied to the state. 


The authority of the IBA over local 


construction has generally been restrict- 
ed to guidelines. But as a creation of the 


governor, the new agency, says Lahti, 
may step beyond guidelines to super- 
vision. 


Jim Kolbe, an aide to the governor, 


denies the new agency will lead to more 
control. He said the college officials 
"misunderstand the intent of the bill" 
Lahti and other state college officials 
met with Kolbe Saturday at the Junior 
College Convention to discuss the capital 
development bond act. 


The capital development proposal fol- 


lows the governor's creation of a state 
task force to review and reduce college 
construction projects. Initially, Harper 
officials objected to the task force's in- 
tervention However, after the force gave 
a go-ahead to construction of music and 
science facilities, with only minor revi- 
sions, the officials said they were satis- 
fied with the state recommendations.

Let's Protect 


Lake Michigan 


Mayor Richard J. Daley notwith- 


standing, we still back the Lake 
Michigan Bill of Rights, currently 
under consideration by the Illinois 
Legislature. 


Until Wednesday, it appeared 


that HB 2532 would be the sole pow- 
erful weapon to protect Lake Mich- 
igan against the incursion of an 
airport. Backers of the bill re- 
peatedly emphasized that point. 


However, last Wednesday Mayor 


Daley junked the lake airport: "I 
am 
unequivocably opposed 
to 


building an airport in the lake. I 
say it with sincerity. I love this city 
and I love its people, and this ad- 
ministration would do nothing to 
deface its greatest asset — the 
lakefront." 
? 


Those are positive words for 


those of us concerned about the en- 
vironmental disaster an airport 
would have created. With the May- 
or's word on the matter, and with 
his political clout behind it, it ap- 
pears there won't be any lake air- 
port, at least until the year 2000. 


Discarding the airport, however, 


doesn't mean the lake is protected. 
Although we quarrel with some 
provisions of the proposed Lake 
Michigan Bill of Rights, it is a solid 
document designed to protect fu- 
ture generations of Illinois resi- 
dents. 


Our quarrel is with provisions 


which would give the state control 
of building construction via zoning 
within a mile and a half of the 
lakefront. 


That's a provision which would 


give the state zoning control as far 


inland as the Loop's Chicago and 
North Western station — an ex- 
cessive amount of state control. 


The provision is designed to pre- 


vent high-rise developments from 
obscuring the view of the lake. 
More important is to protect the 
lake itself than to worry about visi- 
bility. Keep the lake's beaches 
open, that's one key to the issue. 


The nature of Lake Michigan ar- 


gues for many of the provisions of 
the bill, which cover sewage dis- 
charge, land fill projects and con- 
struction of breakwalls. Too often 
we forget that the lake is not only 
the "property" of Chicago — it 
also borders on a number of north 
and south shore suburbs, and it 
touches the boundaries of Wiscon- 
sin, Indiana and Michigan. 


Its beaches serve the residents of 


the entire Chicago area — and its 
water serves not only 120 area 
communities but in the future will 
provide increasing water services 
to DuPage County, for example. 


Clearly, we must plan for the fu- 


ture, to avoid a bacteria-infested, 
polluted, murky pool similar to 
what Lake Erie has become. 


Leave such a responsibility in 


the hands of the patchwork of gov- 
ernments along Lake Michigan's 
shores, and you shall have a patch- 
work of protection. 


Allow the state to take a broader 


role in setting water pollution stan- 
dards, and the chances are in- 
creased that, by the year 2000, the 
lake will be a continuing source of 
recreation and, indeed, survival 
for Northern Illinois. 


Boosting Beards

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NEW YORK (UP1) - After working 23 


years In the BaUantine brewery at New- 
ark, William Wolfe of Westfield, N.J., 
wai fired along with 600 others last 
March 31 when Falstaff Brewing Co. of 
St. Louis bought the failing Ballantine 
company. 


"I thought I could pick up a job as an 


automotive mechanic, and in any case I 
would get a pretty pension out of the 
union welfare fund," Wolfe told United 
Press International. 


Then came the crusher. The pension 


fund had been so drained by retirements 
at Ballantine that the trustees no longer 
could buy annuities required to finance 
individual pensions. 


"It looks as if 600 or more of us who 


worked «t Ballantine never will get our 
pensions and those of the fellows in the 
other breweries in Newark may have to 
be cut," Wolfe said. 


With a wife and two children to sup- 


port, Wolfe is not finding it easy to get a 
well-paying job as an auto mechanic. 
"I'm 46 and they only want to give fel- 
low my age part time work so they 
won't have to give us fringe benefits," he 
said. 


The Ballantine case is just one ex- 


ample of the inequities and inefficiencies 
in private pension plans covering more 
than 30 million American workers and 
involving about $130 billion in assets. 
About 30,000 Americans who want to re- 
tire this year may discover the pension 
cupboards are bare and they can't col- 
lect a nickel. 


WHY? SOME reasons are: Inadequate 


funding, utter neglect to make provision 
in drawing the plan for the possible fail- 
ure of the employing company, a failure 
to vest pension funds specifically to indi- 
vidual workers or classes of workers, 
and failure to find a formula to make 
private pension funds portable, so a 
worker can change employers but keep 
his pension credits just as he keeps his 
Social Security credits. 


Some corporations 'have made mistak- 


es in setting up pension funds and some 
corporations owe their funds large sums. 
Dun's Review said last May Ford Motor 
Co. owed its pension fund $480 million. 
Ford said this figure since has been re- 
duced to around $275 million. Ford is fi- 
nancially strong enough to pay that off, 
but the magazine questioned whether 
Western Union or Uniroyal could make 
good the MM million they owed their em- 
ploye pension funds. 


Then there are the cases of individual 


suffering because of technicalities. Sen. 
Harrison Williams, D-N.J., uncovered the 
case of a shoe factory worker who paid 
into a union portable pension plan more 
than 30 years. He learned on reaching 65 
he couldn't collect a penny because at 
one time he had been out of the shoe 
mills more than three years. Under the 
rules he forfeited everything. 


Senator Williams has been holding 


hearings on pension reform for some 
time. Senator Jacob Javits R-N.Y., and 
Rep. John Dent, D-Pa., have introduced 
reform bills that already are becoming 
one of the most controversial issues be- 
fore the American people. 


Further hearings on the Javits' bill like- 


ly will be held, and it may reach the 
floor of the Senate this summer. There is 
little hope of action in the bouse before 
late fall or early next year. 


WILLIAMS AND Javits have claimed 


that, as matters now stand, fewer than 
10 per cent of those who pay into private 
pension funds ever collect a penny. 
That's mainly because about 80 per cent 
leave their jobs and the industry a few 
years after starting to pay into the fund. 
Their payments in a non-vested fund are 
then forfeited. 


That's what the biggest row over the 


coming pension reform legislation is 
about — how much vesting shall be re- 
quired. Williams and Javits want to 
make vesting compulsory down to the 
point that workers win acquire some per- 
manent equity in a pension even if they 
pay into it for only five years. .They also 
want to make at least a start towards a 
national system of portable private com- 
mercial and industrial pension funds. 
1 Industry is opposed! Sidney Willis, pen- 
sion expert of General Electric Co., 
says: "The Javits bill could put a big 
crimp in the formulation of new pension 
plans and discourage increased benefits 
in existing ones." ( 


Most presidential candidates, including 


President Nixon, have come out for pen- 
sion reform legislation. 


Williams and Javits said they found 


many cases in which management exec- 
utives funneled pension funds into loans 
or investments in companies in which 
they held interests. 


Similar abuses have been uncovered in 


union pension funds. 


Since pension fund income is tax free 


and so are the assets, Williams and Ja- 
vits said they found cases in which com- 
panies used the pension fund as tax shel- 
ter to evade taxes on profits in good 
years.

We heard a prosperous-looking custom- 


er lose his cool recently and loudly in- 
form a bank officer that, if they couldn't 
get .another window or two open and get 
the line noving, be was going to take his 
account elsewhere. (Another window was 
opened.) 


That's one way to deal with the prob- 


lem. Bank customers are-turning in in- 
creasing numbers to another solution: 
the mails. They simply never go near the 
place. 


What some bankers refer to as "phan- 


tom banking" now covers nearly the 
whole range of services in many com- 
mercial banks — the so-called "full-ser- 
vice banks" — to the extent that thou- 
sands of customers are never seen inside 
the bank as flesb-and-blood people from 
one end of the year to the other. 


A CHICAGO bank, Harris Trust, 


recently discovered that one customer 


they had "known" for many years, an 
architect, hadn't passed through the door 
in 30 years — though his office' is only a 
short walk away. 


Highland Falls, N.Y., has a population

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am very confused 


about vitamins. My mother, who la 80, 
•has very dry akin. For five months she 
has been taking vitamin A and vitamin D 
combined in one capsule, but since you 
wrote that these are the only two known 
vitamins that can do harm, I am worried 
about her taking them. I got these from 
a health food store, where I was told 
they were good for dry skin, and her skin 
is better. Would you explain what you 
mean by the statement that vitamin A 
and vitamin D might do harm? 


Dear Reader - The 1971 edition of the 


American Medical Association Drug 
Evaluation states unequivocally that 
there is no evidence that taking more 
than 25,000 international units of vitamin 
excess of this amount taken for long pe- 
riods of time may cause skin and bone 
changes similar to those from a lack of 
vitamin A. Severe toxic reactions have 
occurred in individuals who have taken 
large amounts of vitamin A. Whole fish- 
ing crews have gotten sick from eating 
fish liver containing large amounts of 
vitamin A. Polar bear liver contains too 
much vitamin A. It is poisonous to man 
and can even cause death. 


Now, don't panic about how much vita- 


min A your mother is getting. :The usual 
daily vitamin tablet that-is marketed 
contains about 5,000 units, which is .far 
below toe toxic level of vitamin/A. The 
problem develops when a devoted vita- 
min popper starts taking multiple-vita- 
min tablets from different source* and 
then drinks milk fortified with vitamin A 
and breakfast food fortified with.vitamin 
A and finally takes more vitamin A than 
is necessary. Vitamin A poisoning is rare 
in adults. Infants and children are more 
susceptible to the problem, but no one 
should be trying to add vitamin supple- 
ments to children's formula without con- 
sultation with tndr doctor. 


Vitamin D toxidty dissolves the bones, • 


causing the calcium' to increase in the' 
blood and causing calcification in the soft 
organs, particularly .the: kidneys. Of 
course, if you are deficient in vitamin D, 
then you can get rickets. The 1971 edition 
of the AMA Drug Evaluations points out 
that infants and children receiving ade- 
quate amounts of vitamin D in fortified 
foods do not need any vitamin D supple- 
ments and they can result in an over- 
dosage. It is recommended that 
breastfed infants or those fed unfortified 
foods should receive 400 units dally as a 
supplement. Of course, if'the baby has 


rickets, a much larger amount will have 
to be given temporarily. 


Because of the prevalence of .foods that 


have been fortified with vitamin D and 
since most daily vitamin tablet prepara- 
tions contain about 400 units of vitamin 
D, I suspect that no more than one of 
these tablets a day should be taken. 
Since 400 units satisfied the daily re- 
quirement, this added to the fortified 
milks and fortified cereals insures most 
people of getting more than adequate 
amounts of vitamin D. 
. 


I have no objection to people taking 


vitamins, particularly if their diets are 
sub-standard. But don't overdo vitamins 
A and D. If you are already taking a 
daily tablet with all the vitamins in it, 
don't take still more or another tablet 
unless your doctor recommends it. It is 
not always true that "if a little is good, 
more is better." 
-

For machine washing, Skinner recom- 


mends a gentle cycle at warm setting' 
with a neutral detergent. Tumble dry at 
moderate temperature and wash alone to 
avoid stains from other fabrics. Don't 
use bleach. 


In handwashing, don't squeeze or 


wring — bang to dry. Iron on "low syn- 


- thetic" setting with gentle pressure using 
a press cloth on backside of fabric. A 
pressing ham is recommended during 
construction of garments.

Say It With Sandwiches 


Problem Getting Credit?

Dear Dorothy: This is our first spring 


in a house. We have some evergreens 
and there are odd-looking bags stuck to 
the branches. They look almost as if they 
had been shingled with tiny sticks. Our 
next-door neighbor says they're bag- 
worms and that we need to pick them off 
and burn them. This seems incredibly 
difficult. Is there any other way to get 
rid of them? — Enid Lewington. 


Your neighbor is right. They are bag- 


worms. As to the burning, no, it isn't 
necessary now. Spray immediately with 
biazinon, dibron, malathion or sevin 
(carbaryl). If any live bagworms are 
still present seven to ten days later, 
spray again. Many people do this, pick 
off the bags latter in the year and burn 
them then. As you probably know by 
now, the bags contain larvae and the 
bags keep growing as the larvae increase 
in size. Get to the spraying right away.

Fifth-Graders Get A Look At Nature

A week at Lorado Taft outdoor campus 


near Rockford is getting up at 5 a.m. to 
watch a sunrise. It's tracking the source 
of a stream and finding a fossil of a fern 
that lived thousands of years ago. 


"It's developing a sense of personal 


worth'and the feeling that 'I can,"' 
teacher Ruth Weisbaum said. 
, Last week she and 62 fifth-graders left 
the Brentwood School classrooms in Des 
Plaines to study, listen to and look at 
nature from an outdoor campus seques- 
tered on a bluff overlooking the Rock 
River. 


The Taft campus with its modern facil- 


ities amid the solitude of the woods is 
Northern-Illinois University's center for 
outdoor education. Graduating seniors in 
education 'worked with the'Brentwood 
youngsters all week guiding their explor- 
ations into their environment. 


"CLASSES ARE NOT at all'formal 


here," Mrs. Weisbaum said. "There is no 
reason for the children to raise their 
hands when they want to express a 
thought:" 


During the day the'children spent most 


of their time with their "families," 
groups^ of about 10 boys and girls, and 
their student teachers. 


They learned about plants and animals 


by studying tracks in the woods and 
identifying flowers and trees. Birds were 
banded to help discover migration pat- 
terns. 
'- 
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The children trapped animals for study 


and then released them, including- a 
spunky chipmimk whose pride was hurt 
when he found himself caught in a bird 
trap. 


The student teachers taught the young- 


sters about ecology and conservation, 
and pointed out the damage pollution has 
caused to the Rock River and the forest. 


UNDER THE SHADOW of the ioo-foot 


statue of Chief Blackhawk, the students 
learned about the history of the area and 
the Indians that once dominated the 
land. 
' 


One night a group of students climbed 


the steps of an: observation tower over- 
looking the river to gaze at the stars and 
planets and identify constellations. 


"The week at Taft campus makes the 


children more aware of their, environ- 
ment and the fact that there are many 
things to be learned outside the class- 
room," Thornton said. 


Mrs. Weisbaum explained, ."The stu- 


dents have'to have a good reason io be 
inside (at the camp). If it can be learned 
indoors, this (the camp) is not the place 
to do it." 
, 
' 


"THE CAMPUS IS a wholesome type 


of climate that is personalized," Thorn- 
ton said. "It's a family in terms,of shar- 
ing and caring for one another." 


Besides learning first-hand about ani- 


mals and plants, the children experience 
getting along with other members of the 


family unit, working with other family 
units and dealing with the community as 
a whole, Mrs. Weisbaum said. " 


"A lot of individual attention is given to 


what the child wants to do and what he 
finds' to explore," she said. "There is 
some freedom to pursue a particular in- 
terest with a well-equipped library and 
laboratory," she added.; 


When asked what they like best about 


their week at Taft, several students were 
hard-pressed to name-one particular 
thing. 
, 


"The children are bombarftVwith so 


many new experiences, it n hard for 
them to take it all in at once," Mrs. 
Weisbaum said. She said the youngsters 
almost bubble over trying to tell you ev- 


erything they are doing. 


"THE FIRST DAY the children ran \ 


from one place to another trying to ex- 
, plore~ everything," shr said. "By "the 
third day they had slowed down 'and 
.stopped to really look at their environ- 
ment." 


She said both teachers'and parents .no- 


tice a difference in the children when 
they return home. "They return to school 
with-more of a sense of personal,worth 
and more eager to try new things." 


"The bus trip back is the saddest time 


of the week. Really close relationships 
develop between the children and the se- 
niors; and even some of the big, husky 
boys have tears in their'eyes when they 
leave."

Group Resign?

If they haven't decided already, mem- 


bers of the Elk Grove Village Housing 
Commission-will probably makeup their 
minds tomorrow night on (whether they 
will continue as members of the panel. 


if a majority - or any - of the re- 


maining five commission members agree 
to continue work on the 'housing issue, 
they wifl have their future ;work well 
spelled out to them by the body to which 
the commission owes its' very existence ' 
— the village board of trustees. 


Board members made clear their posi- 


tion on the issue last week during a - 
meeting with the commission, refusing tp 
sway from a position taken'in a'letter, 
sent to the commission by Village Pres. 
Charles Zettek. 


In that letter, which took the form of a 


directive for future commmission work, 
Zettek made clear the board's stand 
against low-income housing being estab- 
lished by the village. Only if such hous- 
ing is looked at on an area-wide basis, 
Zettek said, will the board consider it. 


Naturally enough, the board's position 


produced considerable 
discouragement 


among commission members; who ob- 
viously believe (as stated in their report 
to the board), the village has an obliga- 


tion to provide housing for those who 
work in the village, but cannot afford to 
live her,e. 


AT LEAST a couple of the remaining 


commission have members talked openly 
of resigning from'the panel, apparently 
feeling that since the board is generally 
opposed to low-income housing there is 
'little reason for continued Work. 


In at least one sense, however, the 


board's outspoken opposition to village 


. establishment'of low-income housing can 
be seen as beneficial to the commission. 
Rather than permitting the commission 
to go on.what in essence would become a 
' wild goose chase by studying furtHer the 
need,. it at least lets the commission 
know where the policy-making board 
stands. 


And by referring the commission to 


similar bodies in .the area, it, at least 
gives the commission a valid area for 
continued work, although admittedly the 
chances for success cannot be great. 


Still, if housing panels from a majority 


of the municipalities in the area could 
come up with a strong joint proposal for 
establishment of low-income housing, the 
area's governing bodies would at least 
have to consider the plan.

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Head Start Will Close 
Centers For Two Months 


Because of budget cuts, the Head Start 


child development centers operated by 
Norwesco in Arlington Heights, Palatine, 
Des Plainest, and Prospect Heights will be 
closed July and August. 


Head Start/ a preschool program for • > 


children of families with an income of 
less than $3,000 a year, began operating- 
in 1966. The program-is 80 per cent feder-;' 
ally financed, with the remaining 20 per, 
cent coming from .local sources. 
' 


The child development centers, which 


usually operate year round, help children 
from low income families prepare to en-' 
ter kindergarten. About 75 per cent of- 
the 128 children in the program are Mex.- 
iean-Americans. 


"Head Start children are happy chil-' 


tlrcn from loving families, but these fam- 
ilies often can't give the children cxperi-, 
ences that higher income families can, • 
tike trips to the zoo," said Bonnie 
Byrnes, acting director of the program. 


THIS YEAR. Norwesco will receive 


$134.000 as the federal portion of its 
budget, which is about the same as last 
year. Instead of providing 154 days of 
school, however, the federal guidelines '. 
state 175 days of school must be pro- 
vided. 


"We think about $10,000 will be needed 


to provide the extra 21 days of school in 
the 1972-73 .school year," saidf Mrs,, , 
Byrne. "We will participate in fund-rais- 
ing projects during the summer." 


Parents of the children in the program 


who help in the decision-making process 
of Norwesco through the Parent Adviso- 
ry Committee, are planning some fund 
raising activities, which will begin in 
June* 
• ' 


"Part of the reason that we aren't re- 


ceiving more money federally is federal 
sources feel there should be more com- 
munity participation," Delia Marchetti, 
office- manager said. "Raising $10,000 
will indeed be a tesf of community sup- 
.port. We've never raised any amount 
near that figure before." 


Much of the 'Contributions to the Head 


Start program,'in.past years,has. been 
made in volunteer hours and gifts, ac- 
cording to Mrs.,Byrne. 


THE FOUR centers serve 240 sq-are 


miles,- including ,Elk Grove, Palatine, 
Wheeling, Maine and Schaumburg Town- 
ships. 


The Arlington Heights Center, located 


in Southminster Presbyterian Church, 
serves 35 children; the Palatine Center, 
located in Bethel Lutheran Church 
serves 30 children, the' Wheeling Center, 
located in the Lutheran Church of the 
Good Shepherd, serves 28. children and 
the Des Plaines Center iii 'St. Martin's 
Episcopal Church, serves 35 children. 


"We have a waiting list of 18 children, 


and would like to start another*center, 
but we just don't have the money right 
now," said Mrs, Byrnes.

Among Hoffman Estates' Worst Tragedies 
Could Three Kids Have Escaped Fire? 


by STEVE BROWN 


State and local fire investigators con- 


tinued yesterday to probe for information 
about a bouse fire that took the lives of 
three young children early Friday in one 
of Hoffman Estate's wont tragedies. 


No cause has been determined for the 


fire that killed Stephanie, Robert and 
Todd Gahan of 129 Des Plaines Ln. 


The children were ages 7,6, and 5, re- 


spectively. 


One lead being investigated concerns 


two tanks, one containing acetylene, the 
other, oxygen, which had been stored in 
the house's attic. A report on the tanks, 
now at the Joliet Crime Lab, is expected 
today. 


A fourth child, Laurie, 16, managed to 


survive the blaze. She reportedly es- 
caped through a window in a bedroom 
where she was sleeping while babysitting 
for her younger brothers and sister. The 
parents, Mr and Mrs. William Gahan, 
were not at home at the time. Gahan is 


employed as a salesman at Woodfield 
Ford in Schaumburg. 


Pour Hoffman Estates firefighters 


were injured while attempting to rescue 
the children, who were trapped by the 
blaze. 


LT. JEROME Danowski, one of the 


first men to reach the scene, said the 
heat from the fire knocked him down 
several times while he tried to reach the 
rooms where the children were located. 


Sheets of flames and dense smoke pre- 


vented him from reaching the room. He 
received second degree bums on his 
face, neck and one hand. 


Deputy Fire Chief Edward Kalasa and 


firefighter Dave Farr were injured when 
a second explosion ripped out a portion 
of the front wall. Firefighter John Criel 
was injured. All were treated and re- 
leased from Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center in Elk Grove Village. 


Most of the neighbors questioned about 


the tragedy said they did not know the 


family, who had been renting the house 
since last August 


"There was an explosion, but it 


sounded like breaking glass and trash 
cans being knocked over," said Mrs. Ray 
Featheringham, 134 Illinois Blvd., who 
lives directly behind the Gahan home. 
She said after hearing the noise she went 
to a back window and saw dense, black 
smoke. Seconds later the entire house 
was engulfed in flames. 


Mrs. Featheringham said her husband 


and several other men rushed into the 
night to get the children from the house, 
but they were driven back by the heat. 


Kalasa said the heat from the fire 


could have been as high as 1,500 degrees. 


THE BEDROOM where the two boys, 


Robert, 6, and Todd, 5, were found had 
only a small sliding window about five 
feet from the floor. Kalasa said escape 
from there would have been very diffi- 
cult for a small child because the win- 


Banker Weaver Free On $1,000 Bond

Ward Weaver, 36, president of Schaum- 


burg State Bank, surrendered himself 
Friday morning to federal marshals and 
posted $1,000 bond on charges he made 
false entries In the bank's books, accord- 
ing to Frank Murtha, U.S. attorney pros- 
ecuting a six-count indictment against 
Weaver delivered Thursday. 


Arraignment and entering of pleas in 


the indictments against Weaver and Er- 
win D. Costing of Western Springs will 
be the week of May 22 before Federal 
Judge Thomas McMfflen, Murtha said. 


Weaver and Oostling were indicted by 


a federal grand jury Thursday, each on 
five charges of making false entries and 
one charge on conspiracy to make false 
entries. The charges deal with alleged 
transactions in the Scbaumburg bank 
and in Evanston Trust and Savings 
Bank, where Weaver also was president, 
and Bank of Clarendon Hills. Oostling is 
former president of the Clarendon Hills 
bank. 


The indictment alleges the Clarendon 


Hills bank made loans totalling more 
than 1830,160.66 to Mar-K-Z Motors and 


Leasing Co., Inc., Freeport, and its prin- 
cipals and then recorded them as sold 
and transferred to the two other banks. 
The loans remained in the Clarendon 
Hills bank and were not transferred, ac- 
cording to the indictment. Mar-K-Z no 
longer is in business Murtha said. 


Murtha said yesterday the Schaum- 


burg bank was involved in only $60,000 of 
the loan transfers. Weaver is named in 
all counts of the indictment, including 
those dealing with transfers to the 
Evaniton bank. He was president there 
during the period of the transfers, alle- 
gedly made between March 1,1967, and 
June 1,1968. 


THE TRANSFERS were recorded to 


deceive state examiners looking into af- 
fairs of the banks, Murtha said Friday, 
adding the examiners specifically were 
investigating the loans. The indictment 
charges the two men "made false and 
misleading statements to the examiners 
concerning the status of the Mar-K-Z 
Joans," Murtha said. 


The second count of the indictment, the 


one showing the Schaumburg bank trans- 
fers, as well as some at the Evanston 


bank, deals with a total of $233,18614 in 
loans, Murtha said. The sixth count, list- 
ing only Evanston bank records, alleges 
false entries totalling $396,974.52. 


White Weaver is named in all counts, 


Murtha said, in some he is named as a 
principal, and in other as an aider or a 
better. 


N e i t h e r Weaver or Oostling are 


charged with embezzlement, as was re- 
ported Friday in some other papers, 
Murtha said. 


WEAVER, A RESIDENT of 112 High- 


land Ave., Inverness, has been president 
of the Schaumburg bank since it's in- 
ception, in 196S. He participated in the 
recent establishment of a Babe Ruth 
baseball league in Schaumburg, and 
serves on a committee to develop a hos- 
pital on a 10-acre land donation along the 
north side of Schaumburg Road between 
Roselle Road and Illinois Boulevard.

deficit will be covered by loan repay- 
ments from other funds and redeemed 
tax anticipation warrants. 


This will cause the fund to come out 


with more than a $300,000 balance on 
hand at the end of June, 1973, 


The building fund shows a,deficit of 


almost $80.000. This is due to a new 
"Life Safety Code" which will cost an 
estimated $75.000.

The village board will also consider 


tonight two other apartment proposals on 
West Palatine Road near. Cedar Street. 
Both petitions seek annexation^ the vil- 
lage .as planned unit developments. 


The first is a request by Ralph Marotte 


to construct five three-story buildings, 
with one building consisting of 17 one- 
bedroom units and four efficiencies.The 


apartments would be .built at the south- 
west corner of Wilson and Cedar streets. 


THE PLAN commission recommended 


annexation of Marotte's proposed apart-: 
ments with a density equivalent to that 
allowed in R-3 zoning, subject to certain 
public improvements to the area. 


The second petition was filed by Corn- 


ell Associates for annexation of 5 acres 
lying west of Cedar between Palatine 
Road and Wilson Street.

The plan commission was unable to.

ments to enforce motor vehicle laws on 
private property unanimously passed, the 
Illinois House of Representatives Friday. 
The bill originated in Hoffman Estates. 


Approved by a 118-0 vote, the bill now 


moves to the Senate. Though introduced 
by State Rep. David Regner, R-Mount 
Prospect,' • prime architect of the legis- 
lation was Richard Regan, chairman of 
the Hoffman Estates Plan Commission.

School Board Looks At Ethics Law - 


Members of the High School Dist. 211 


Board of Education got a look at the 
forms required by the new Illinois ethics 
law last week and decided the law would 
not cause them any problems. 
1 Board members were advised by attor- 
ney Allyn Franke to file, the required 
forms with the Cook County Clerk's of- 
fice,, even though a Circuit Court judge 
recently ruled'the new law; requiring fi- 
nancial disclosures unconstitutional. 


"That, was only a lower court ruling," 


Franke .said, "and I think you should 
proceed to file as1 the law,'requires until 
the high court makes a ruling." 


The forms require the school board 


members to list firms in which they have 
a financial interest of more than $5,000, 
or which give them an income of more 
than $1,200 if the firm does business with 
the school district. 


ALSO; THE board members must list 


capital gains of more than $5,000; firms 
which have requested zoning or annexa- 
tion in which, they have an interest; and 
any gifts received worth more than $500.

Creek asked Mrs. Countryman to be-

The board also awarded a bid to 
All-State Fencing Co. for fencing around 
the track for $4,846. 


WHS Band Declines Trip

The Wheeling Instrumental League has 


voted to decline the invitation for the 
Wheeling High School Band to partici- 
pate in a two-week tour of Germany. 


The vote came after a recommenda- 


tion from Donald Hoeck, chairman of the 
Germany fund raising committee, to 
drop the proposed trip due' to lack of 
funds. 


The committee had raised close, to 


$40,000 for the trip, most of which will.be1 
returned to the' contributors. Refund 
checks will be written within a reason- 
able tune to those contributors whose 
names are known to the league. 


Money that was • made through car 


washes, 'pancake breakfasts and other 
fund-raising events whr'e names were not 
taken, will be turned over to the In- 
strumental League for other band proj- 
ects. 


APPROXIMATELY 100 parents gath- 


ered ' in the high school cafeteria last 
Thursday and listened as Hoeck ex- 
plained that the committee had raised 
$39,545 in actual cash and had $11,200 in 
pledges. 


He added that in a'last-ditch effort to 


raise the remaining funds through the 
parents themselves, the committee re-' 
ceived pledges for $6,330. This still left 
the fund $70,425 short of its $127,500 goal. • 


Hoeck also pointed Out that even if all 


the remaining parents donated a pro- 
posed $435, the total amount would only 
be $95,035., 


He,told the> parents, "We have no al- 


ternative but to recommend that the in- 
vitation extended by the Olympic March- 
ing Band Tour' and Competition. organ- 
izing committee to the Wheeling band'be 
reluctantly declined and action be .taken 
to obtain a refund-on 'the travel agency 


deposit." 


HE ADDED THAT since the invitation 


was earlier accepted by the league it was 
necessary that its members vote to dis- 
continue the proposed trip. 


Irwin Brick, director of" bands -at 


Wheeling High School, stepped forward 
to present the motion to end the cam- 


• paign. 


Brick explained, "I feel I should pre- 


,sent the motion because it was'I who 
presented the idea of the trip .to you. Al- 
though. I am not a band parent ,1 am a - 
member of the league and feel'I have 
this right." 


Hoeck thanked the more than 480 


people, groups and corporations who con- 
tributed .funds. He also thanked the band 
directors and school administrators for 
their time and patience. 


HOECK ESPECIALLY thanked Wheel- 


ing Mayor Ted Scanlon, and said without 
the mayor's help the committee would 
not have come as' far as it did. 


To the question "Was it worth it?" 


HoecK, his voice cracking with emotion, 
answered, "There were about 200 rea- 
sons why it was worth it. These reason's 
are the band, orchestra, flag Corps and 
color guard members. 


"To these young people I can say — 


you made it worth it." 


Hoeck said the, invitation for the trip 


would be put in the trophy case with-all 
the band's other honors so future band- 
smen will be able to know the stature of 
the 1971-72 group. 
, 


He added the parents should feel proud 


Wheeling High School was given the hon- 
,or of even being considered. "No one 
should look at the fund raising job the 
' committee did as a failure," he said. 


"IT WAS, NOT a,failure, it was a,very 


large success. Whenever anyone can 


come together and get over $40,000 from 
a community in less than four months 
they have done a marvelous job." 


He then presented his motion and 


asked if there were any other comments. 


Only one member of the league, Don 


McGlothin, voiced opposition to canceling 
the trip and said he would personally 
pledge to contribute the last $5,000 of the 
remaining sum. He said, "This trip is so 
important for whqt our children will be 
able to tell their children." 


McClothin's statement 
and pledge 


made, no difference, however, as the par- 
ents almost unanimously voted to reject 
the invitation.

HOECK SAID EARLIER the fund-rais- 


ing committee's only regret was "that 
we could not inspire the total community 
to assume this project on the band's be- 
half." He said this inability should, not 
sour the "real pride of Illinois," because 
too many people were pulling for the 
band. 


He told some of the band members 


who were present, "You should accept 
the showing ,as real interest and pride in 
you and go to Winnipeg and win, because 
we're from Wheeling."

The band'will be making a trip to Can- 


ada this summer, which will cost more

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Here Is Now Under Way 


Enrollment is under way for the Gene 


Ubriaco Hockey School offered by the 
Rolling Meadows Park District from 
June 19 to Aug. 12. Classes will be given 
at the Rolling Meadows Sports Complex. 


Ubriaco, a former Chicago Black 


Hawk and coach of the Chicago War- 
riors, said the hockey school will be basi- 
cally the same as it was last year. 


The hockey school will be a week long 


and will be broken down into five three- 
hour instructional periods from Monday 
through Friday and a game on Saturday. 


Each day the boys 'will learn a differ- 


ent fundamental of hockey. The first 
hour of each session will be devoted to 
hearing a lecture and/or seeing a film on 
some fundamental of hockey and the 
next two hours will be spent practicing 
the fundamental on the ice, said Ubriaco. 


By Thursday the boys will be broken 


down into teams and the teams will play 
an actual game on Saturday. 


EVERY WEEK there will be sessions 


conducted for three different age groups. 
Eight to 10-year-olds will meet at 12:30 
p.m., ll to 13-year-olds at 2:30 p.m. and 
14 to 17-year-olds at 5 p.m. 


In grouping the boys, "first consid- 


eration is given to age and weight," said 
Ubriaco. Ability then comes into play. It 


is possible a 12-year-old could be placed 
in the 14 to 17-year-old group if he is 
good enough just to give him better com- 
petiton, he explained. , 


Class size for each age group will be 


held between 30 and 35. Three to four 
instructors will work with each group on 
the ice. 


Each position also will have its own 


instructor so each boy can be evaluated 
on his ability and given advice as to 
what he must do to improve. 


WHILE ALL the fundamentals are cov- 


ered in one week, Ubriaco said many 
boys choose to go through the school 
twice during the summer so they can go 
over everything. 


For boys who were enrolled in the pro- 


gram last summer, this summer will 
serve as a refresher. The boys probably 
will be moved into a different age group, 
also giving them more competition. 


The staff also-will be the same as last 


year. In addition to .Ubriaco, the staff 
will consist of Ron Mason, assistant di- 
rector of athletics and hockey coach at 
Lake Superior State College; Matt Pavel- 
ich, senior National Hockey League offi- 
cial; Howie Young, former NHL defense- 
man; Gary Bryon, coach of the Chicago 
Minor Hawks; Mike Nardella, a member 


of the University of St. Louis hockey 
team, and Don Muio, member of the Lake 
Superior hockey team. 


The major change this year will be in 


cost. "We have tried to make the pro- 
gram financially within the reach of ev- 
ery' boy," said Ubriaco. Costs for resi- 
dents was reduced to |30 and the cost for 
non-residents was set at $45. 
- 


FOR RESIDENTS who still find the 


cost prohibitive a new program has been 
started where a limited amount of hous- 
ing will be available for non-residents. 


Ubriaco said boys attending the hockey 


school come from as far away as To- 
ronto. These boys need a place to stay 
while they are attending the school, so 
they are boarded in local.homes for $35 a 
week, which covers the cost of the school 


. for a local boy. . 


Ubriaco, who 'has been operating a 


hockey school for seven years, says 
many NHL guest instructors will be ap- 
pearing during the school. He said he 
didn't like to sell the school on this idea, 
however, because there are sometimes 
last-minute changes that prevent appear- 
ances by some instructors and he doesn't 
want anyone to be disappointed. 


Jerry Korab, a Chicago Black Hawk, 


will be a guest instructor at the school 
during July. 


Head Start Centers Will Close 


Because of budget cuts, the Head Start 


child development centers operated by 
Norwesco in Arlington Heights, Palatine, 
DCS Plaines and Prospect Heights will be 
closed July and August, 


Head Start, a preschool program for 


children of families with an income of 
less than ¥3,000 a year, began operating 
in 1966. The program is 80 per cent feder- 
ally financed, with the remaining 20 per 
cent coming from local sources. 


The child development centers, which 


usually operate year round, help children 
from low income families prepare to en- 
ter kindergarten. About 75 per cent of 
the 128 children in the program are Mex- 
ican-Americans. 


"Head Start children are happy chil- 


dren from loving families, but these fam- 
ilies often can't give the children experi- 
ences that higher, income families can, 
like trips to the zoo," said Bonnie 


OK New Pool, Arena Rates 


New rates for pool and arena passes to 


the Rolling Meadows sports complex 
have been approved by the Roiling 
Meadows Park District Board of Com- 
missioners. The new rates were ap- 
proved last week. 


The passes will be available at the 


park district administration office after 
Junel. 


Year-round passes will be available to 


residents for the first time in June. The 
passes will cover summer use of the pool 
and year-round use of the arena. The 
cost for the year-round passes has been 
set at 970 for families and 935 for individ- 
uals. This pass will not be available to 
non-residents, 


Pool passes for residents of the park 


district will cost $25 for families and $12 
for individuals. The non-resident cost for 
a pool pass is .«SO for a family and $24 for 
an individual. 


IN COMPARISON, pool passes cost $20 


for families, $8 for students (a classifica- 
tion dropped this year) and $10 for adults 
if they were residents of the park district 
and purchases the passes before • given 
date. The non-resident family cost was 
the same but also entitled the family to 


use of the arena. 


A non-resident individual desiring a 


pool.pass had to' pay the non resident 
family rate of $50 last summer. • 


Summer passes just for the arena will 


cost residents $15 for a family pass and 
$10 for an individual pass. The non-resi- 
dent rates are $30 for a family and $20 
for an individual. 
„ Last summer arena passes could not 
be purchased separately but were, avail- 
able to holders of pool passes if they paid 
an additional $5. 


Combination summer pool and arena 


passes for residents will be $35 for fami- 
lies and $17 for individuals. The com- 
bination- rate for non-residents is $70 for 
families and $34 for individuals. 


ARENA PASSES for the fall and* win- 


ter will cost $40 for families and $20 for 
individuals who are residents of the park 
district. Non-resident rates will be/$80 
for families and $40 for individuals. "' 


Guest pool passes will be issued to pool 


pass holders only and will cost $2.50 for 
two weeks. General admission to the pool 
will be $1. The cost, to rent the pool was 
set at $40 for two hours plus general ad- 
mission.

THIS YEAR, Norwesco will receive 


$134,000 as the federal portion of their 
.budget, which ,1s about the same as last 
year, 'instead of providing 154 days of 
school, however, the federal guidelines 
state 175 days of school must be pro- 
vided.

to provide the extra 21 days of school in 
the 1972-73 school year," said Mrs.

Start program in past years has been 
made in volunteer hours and gifts, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Byrne. 


THE FOUR centers serve 240 square 


miles, including Elk Grove, Palatine, 
Wheeling, Maine and Schaumburg Town- 


The Arlington Heights Center, located 


in Southminster Presbyterian Church, 
serves 35 children; the Palatine Center, 
located in Bethel Lutheran Church 
serves 30 children, the Wheeling Center, 
located in the Lutheran Church of the 
Good Shepherd, serves 28 children, and 
the Des Plaines Center in St. Martin's 
Episcopal Church, serves 35 children.

cannot keep "any goat, sheep, hog,

•pets ."..," in the city. 


The reason the clarification was neces- 


sary, according to City Sanitarian Don 
Schindler, is that the ordinance "could 
.be tested in the next couple of days."

Schindler explained', there. are two 


people who have talked to him about the 
possibility of bringing about 30 pigeons 


into the city. Before the amendment was 
passed, he said, there could possibly 
have been a problem defining a pigeon 
as a nuisance fowl. This amendment sets

A bill allowing municipal police depart- 


ments to enforce motor vehicle laws on 
private property unanimously passed the 
Illinois House of Representatives Friday. 
The bill originated in Hoffman Estates. 


Approved by a 118-0 vote, the bill now 


moves to the Senate. Though introduced 
by State Hep. David Regner, R-Mount 
Prospect, a prime architect of the legis- 
lation was Richard Regan, chairman of 
the Hoffman Estates Plan Commission.

Regner explained an amendment has 


been added to the traffic bill that, in ef- 
fect, will stipulate that municipalities 
must establish speed limits and other 
regulations on the private property that 
are in accordance with the state motor 
vehicle codes.

The forms require the school board 


members to list firms in which they have 
a financial interest of more than $5,000, 
or which give them an income of more 
than $1,200 if the firm does business with 
the school district.

capital gains of more than $5,000; firms 
which have requested zoning or annexa- 
tion in which they have an interest; and 
any gifts received worth more than $500.

Head Start 
Centers To 
Close Briefly 


Because of budget cuts, the Head Start 


child development centers operated by 
Norwesco in Arlington Heights, Palatine,. 
pesPlaines and Prospect Heights will be 
closed: July and August 


Head Start, a preschool program for 


children of families with an income of 
less than $3,000 a year, began operating 
in 1966. The program is 80 per cent feder- 
ally financed, with the remaining 20 per 
cent coming from local sources. 


The child development centers, which 


usually operate year round, help children 
from low income families prepare to en- 
ter kindergarten. About 75 per cent of 
the 128 children in the program are Mex- 
ican-Americans. 


"Head Start children are happy chil- 


dren from loving families, but these fam- 
ilies often can't give the children experi- 
ences that higher, income families can,' 
like trips to the zoo," said Bonnie 
Byrnes, acting director of the program. 


THIS YEAR, Norwesco will receive. 


$134,000 as the federal portion of their 
budget, which is about the same as last 
year. Instead of providing 154 days of 
school, however, toe federal guidelines 
state 175 days of school must be pro- 
vided. 


"We think about $10,000 will be needed 


to provide the extra 21 days of school in 
the 1972-73 school year," said Mrs. 
Byrne. "We will participate in fund-rais- 
ing projects during the summer." 


Parents of the children in the program, 


who'help in the decision-making process 
'of Norwesco through the Parent Adviso- 
ry Committee, are planning some fund 
raising activities, which will begin in 
June. 
' • 


"Part-'of the reason that we aren't re- 


ceiving more money federally is federal 
sources fed there should be more com- 
munity participation," DeOa Marchetti, 
office manager said. "Raising $10,000 
win indeed be a test,of'community sup- 
port. We've never raised any amount 
near that figure before."

Power Blackout 


A bird that found its way into a Com- 


monwealth Edison cable pole Friday 
morning left about 250 residents without 
electrical power for two hours. 


According to Commonwealth Edison 


spokesman Paul Parker, "the bird got 
into the equipment at about 10 a.m and 
caused a shorted current," Several wires 
were burned that supply power to homes 
just south of the Hatlen Heights subdivi- 
sion. 


Another power failure Friday caused 


some downtown Mount Prospect busi- 
nesses to be without power from about 4 
to 7:30 a.m. 


Parker said that blackout occurred be- 


cause of a faculty underground cable. "It 
was a bad piece of cable," he said ad- 
ding that all service was restored Friday 
afternoon. 


Putting pressure on the airlines is one 


way to find a solution to noise problems 
at O'Hare Airport. George Franks, who 
will go to Washingtoij D.C. this week, is 
trying to get the federal government to 
do just that. 


Franks is chairman of the O'Hare Area 


Noise Abatement Council (OANAC). OA- 
NAC is an organization representing 31 
municipalities surrounding O'Hare Air- 
port, dedicated to combatting "the criti- 
cal, unbearable noise problem created by 
jet aircraft." The group has\been recog- 
nized as a "responsible organization 
working through the democratic pro- 
cess." 


.The airlines have the knowledge, the 


wealth and the technology to find a solu- 
tion, Franks said in an interview this 
week. What they lack is the will. 


The federal government must encour- 


age the airlines to develop that will, 
Franks said. And it's up to citizens to 
bring enough pressure on the govern- 
ment, he suggested. 


That's the way the system is supposed 


to work. But it doesn't seem to be work- 
ing in the case of O'Hare airport noise. 


Nearly half a million citizens are regu- 


larly assaulted by noise that experts say 
is damaging' to physical and psy- 
chological health., Yet the airlines are 
allowed to get away with it, Franks said. 


Alan Cranston, U.S. Senator from Cali- 


fornia, has proposed a bill, that would re- 
quire noise filters on all existing jet air- 
craft. Other solutions would call for 
changed altitude and take-off and land- 
ing patterns over residential areas. But 
the airlines have resisted these sugges- 
tions. So far they have succeeded in bur- 
ying their critics in masses of red tape. 


But Franks believes that O'Hare area 


residents have finally become so fed up 
that they will force the federal govern- 
ment to force the airlines to do what they 
already know must be done. 


These'are some of the'notions that 


Franks hopes to lay before the com- 
merce committee during his Washington 
trip next week. 


FRANKS AND his group have been 


working for three years to obtain pas- 
sage of a federal law with teeth in it 
regulating aircraft noise. 


But for the most part, OANAC's efforts 


have been fruitless, he said. Thus fan, 
the airlines have remained "a privileged

erated within the individual schools while 
the interscholastic events are contests 
between schools. Dist. 59 participates in 
seventh and eighth grade interscholastic 
basketball through the Northwest Subur- 
ban Junior High School Conference 


Administrators and board members 


met last Monday to consider increasing 
student participation in the sports pro- 
gram and how it could be accomplished. 


Committee member Al Domanico said 


there was general agreement that the in- 
tramural program should be expanded to 
encourage more participation in sports 


THE MAIN question was whether the 


interscholastic 
basketball 
program 


should be continued in favor of in- 


tramural sports or should there continue 
to be a combination of both. ' 


The committee met with junior high 


basketball coaches Wednesday to hear 
their views on possible changes. 


As a result of the meeting, the Dist, 59 


coaches drew up their own proposal, and 
copies were sent to the administration 
and school board. 


The coaches agreed with the board 


that student participation should be in- 
creased, officiating at the games should 
be instructional and that crowds and 
late hours of games should be controlled. 


The coaches recommended that steps 


be taken to improve the quality of the 
intramural program and that the junior 
highs continue to participate in inter- 
scholastic basketball next year. 


However the coaches did suggest can- 


celing all nonconference games which 
would cut the basketball game schedule 
from 16 to 12. They added that a "B"- 
squad or second team should be selected 
in seventh and eighth grade to compete 
interscholastically. 


Supt. James Erviti declined to make a 


recommendation Friday on what should 
be done with the basketball program but 
said he Was for more student participa- 
tion in sports. 
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nuisance." 


Franks will present to the Commerce 


Commission the latest "statement of out- 
rage" by OANAC. In the understatement 
of the century, OANAC said it was "dis- 
appointed, and disillusioned." 


It also criticizes the proposed Noise 


Control Act of 1972 (H. 11021) ,for 
"specifically exempting" noise 
from 


commercial aircraft from the direct ju- 
'risdiction of'the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency. It thus eliminates from con- 
trol, by the EPA the biggest noise maker 
of them all.

The statement also criticized the fail- 


ure of the bill to place any resonsibility 
directly in the airlines — the culprit in 
this wrangle. 


The statement further criticized the as- 


signment and control of airport noise to 
the Federal Aviation Agency, a group 
' whose failure to achieve anything of sig- 
nificance "is a matter of record." 
, In the past, OANAC has met with the 
F A A ' s A i r p o r t Noise Abatement 
Committee, the Illinois Attorney Gener- 
al, and Congressman John Erlenborn. 


The group has also met with the1 may- 


ors and presidents of surrounding com- 
munities, other congressmen, state legis- 
lators, and has petitioned the President 
of the United States. 


OANAC representatives have also trav- 


eled to Los Angeles and Washington D.C. 
But, Franks said, the noise continues as 
loudly as ever with no relief in sight. 


Franks expressed the fear that the 


350,000 O'Hare area residents who have 
been given the same old run-around by 
city, state and federal officials for three 
years, have reached a point of extreme 
frustration. 


After trying for three years to bring 


about change "through the system," 
Franks said he could understand the 
frustration with the system of today's 
youth. 


Franks 'called the endless series of 


meetings, calls, referrals, promises and 
more meetings "a thinly-veiled plan" to 
wear down OANAC's diligence. He said 
that all members of the council have 
jobs, personal lives and limited re- 
sources, and aren't always able to par- 
ticipate in this "monumental farce." 


Although he knew from the beginning 


that it probably would do no good, 
Franks wrote letters to the presidents of 


twelve airlines: Allegheny; American; 
"Braniff; Continental; Delta; Eastern; 
North Central; Northwest Orient; Ozark; 
Pan American; TWA; and United, to re- 
spectfully "solicit" their support. 


Franks pointed out the progressively 


lower, and progressively more dangerous 
short turns, made by the aircraft appar- 
ently "for the sake of economy," are 
making life "unbearable" for thousands 
of persons living near the airport. 


Ten months ago, he invited airline rep- 


resentatives to come and see for them- 
selves — to "experience" the noise 
350,000 residents are plagued with. Then 
he and the airline people could converse 
"orf common ground," he suggested. 


After spending days gathering the in- 


formation to send to the airlines, Franks 
received typical public-relations-style re- 
plies from the airlines. Only four of them 
.evenbothered to answer. 


The four airlines that responded to 


Franks' letter, referred him to the Air 
Transport Association, which has done 
nothing about OANAC's requests in the 
past. "It was the same old run-around," 
Franks said.- 


Last December, Franks wrote to Dr. 


Alvin F. Meyer, Jr., of the Environmen- 
tal Protection agency. In that letter, he 
reiterated the three-year fight for peace 
and quiet, and pointed out that "the air- 
line, industry has built-in wall of service 
departments, which have shielded the 
airlines from the problem and the anger 
of the noise-affected citizen." 


Franks said that the airlines can do, 


and must do something about the airport 
noise problem. But probably they will do 
something only if the government in- 
sists. And that is what Franks and OA- 
NAC are fighting to achieve. Franks re- 
gards his May 17 Washington trip as a 
kind of "last-ditch effort." In a way, he 
suggested, it is a test not only of a spe- 
cific issue but a test of our system of 
government 


He pointed out that OANAC had 


strictly observed all the normal protocol 
and requirements of the system for three 
years Yet they have achieved little or no 
relief. The question that emerges, he 
said, is "does the system work?" 


It is a question that O'Hare area and 


other citizens may well ponder as they 
listen to campaign matory in an election 
year.

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No Extension Of June .1 Deadline 
11,000 To Get Duplicate 
Tax Bills From Treasurer 


by KURT BAER 


Arlington Heights residents will be. re- 


ceiving a duplicate property tax bill this 
week because many taxpayers did not 
receive their original bill. 


More than 11,000 duplicate bills were 


mailed this weekend from the Cook 
County Treasurer's office. 


An apparent mixup in the mail re- 


sulted in the non-delivery of many tax 
bills to residents living along sections of 
north Ridge, Walnut, Mitchell, Chestnut 
and Highland streets, county officials 
say. 


Joseph Armato, administrative assist- 


ant to County Treasurer Bernard Korzen, 
said so many people called his office Fri- 
day to request a dupicate bill that he 
decided the best way to handle the prob- 
lem would be to mail duplicates to all 


village residents. 


Armato said residents should receive 


the duplicate bills by Wednesday. 


THERE WILL BE no extension of the 


June 1 deadline for making the first in- 
stallment payment to the county collec- 
tor's office, he said. 


Two and a half cents which accidental- 


ly had been left off of the Arlington 
Heights Park District levy on the first 
set of bills still will not show up on the 
duplicate bills. 


Armato said the mistake in the park 


district levy was made in the county 
clerk's office, not the treasurer's office, 
and would not be corrected in there- 
printing. 


As a result of the clerk's error, the 


park district wfll not receive $66,824 in 
tax revenue this year. To make up for 
the loss, the park board of commission- 


ers likely will have to issue tax anticipa- 
tion warrants which are expected to cost 
about $4,000 in interest, according to Ro- 
ger Burke, park district treasurer. 


THE DEFICIENT taxes will be made 


up on next year's tax bills, county offi- 
cials say. 


Armato said he did not know the exact 


cost of reprinting the Arlington Heights 
tax bills. 


The bulk of the cost will be in postage, 


he said. 


Vincent Bentivenga, chief of the civil 


division of the Cook County State's Attor- 
ney's office, said he felt the treasurer's 
office had complied with the legal tune 
schedule for mailing bills. 


As a result, residents will not be'given 


an extension of the June 1 payment dead- 
line. Late payments could cost residents 
a one per cent penalty fee. 


2,200 Summer School Signup 


More than 2,200 students have regis- 


tered for the new free summer school 
program to be provided by School Dist. 
25. which will begin June 20. 


Late registrations are being accepted, 


but class schedules are built around stu- 
dents who already have signed up. 
Therefore, students who register late will 
have to fit into the existing schedule. 


"We estimate that the program will 


cost 175,000, which we hope will be com- 
pletely reimbursed by the state," said 


JinvMontgomery, director of instruction. 
"State reimbursement is based on stu- 
dent attendance." 


According.to estimates of the summer 


school committee, headed by Stan John, 
principal of Ivy Hill. School, if the 'sum- 
mer school total attendance Is at least 90 
per cent, the program will be completely 
state supported. 


"It is vital to the financial success of 


the program to have as close to 100 per 
cent attendance as possible," said John. 


School Calendar For '72-73 
Seen As 'Nearly Identical* 


The 1972-73 calendar of classes for 


School Dist. 25 will be nearly identical to 
this year's schedule. 


According to the board of education, 


which approved the calendar Thursday 
night, school will begin Sept. 5 and end 
June 14. Holidays will include Columbus 
Day on Oct. 9, Veterans' Day on Oct. 23, 
Thanksgiving on Nov. 23 and 24, Christ- 
mas from Dec. 22 to Jan. 2, Lincoln's 
Birthday on Feb. 12, spring vacation 
from April 20 to 27 and Memorial Day on 
May 28. 


Also included in the calendar are two 


fun days and two half-days of parent- 
teacher conferences, an institute day nd 
a teacher in service and planning day. 


"The calendar also is essentially iden- 


tical to the calendar of Dist. 214," said 
Supt. Donald V. Strong. "There is only 
variance in the institute days." 


IN OTHER business, the school board 


approved a $2,500 grant to the Volunteer 
Service Bureau of Northwest Cook Coun- 
ty. The Bureau supplied 11,048 volunteer 
hours to the district from the start of the 
school year until January, and the bu- 
reau director Esther K. Rabchuck esti- 
mate* about 25,000 volunteer hours will 


be used by the district by the end of the 
school year. 


Mrs. Habchuk reported that volunteers 


are used in libraries, teaming centers, 
offices and classrooms throughout the 
district. Besides providing tutorial help, 
volunteers help with expanded activities. 


"If our grant was used as pay, volun- 


teers would get 10 cents an hour," aaid 
board member Richard Schlott. "I think 
this is one of the best investments we've 
ever made." 


The board tabled action on a special 


education summer school program pro- 
vided by House Bill 648. The hill would 
provide money to pay for part of the tui- 
tion costs of non-public or private special 
education facilities. 


''If the program were instituted, it 


would affect eleven children in the dis- 
trict who attend Clearbrook and Coun- 
tryside schools, since both schools -have 
summer school programs," said A. Todd 
Fouty, director of special services. "If 
all eleven children attended the program, 
it would cost the district $872." 


The program would'reimburse the dis- 


trict for tuition more then $100 and up to 
$500 per student. 


THE 21-DAY program will include kin- 


dergarten through seventh grade classes. 
The school day will last from 9 a.m. to 
noon and include classes at the four ju- 
nior high schools in the district including 
Rand, Thomas, Miner and South, and 
four elementary schools, including Berk 
ley, Olive, Windsor and Park. 
•• 


"Our most, popular locations are South 


and Park schools, where a total of 711 
students have enrolled," said Montgom- 
ery. "By grade level, we have 722 chil- 
dren in the primary summer school pro- 
gram, 939 to the middle grades (third 
through fifth) and 43B in junior high 
courses." 


According to Montgomery, about 110 


teacher* will be hired this summer. , 
"' In past years, about 500 students have 
signed up'for summer school on a tuition 
basis, with courses costing bom $15 to 
$25.

Board OKs $11,123,613 Budget 


The Dist, 21 School Board of Education 


approved a tentative 1972-73 budget of 
$11,123,613, Thursday night which will 
leave some money on hand at the end of 
June, 1973. 


How much will be left cannot be deter- 


mined until a salary schedule is set for 
teachers in the district. The teachers 
asked for an 11 per cent increase in sala- 
ries at last week's negotiations meeting. 


Salaries are included in the education 


fund section of the contract, which is one 
of two funds showing a deficit for the 
year. The other is the building fund. 


The educational fund shows an esti- 


mated expenditure of 16,766,273, How- 
ever, the revenue to cover this spending 
totals only $6,160,000. 


JOHN BARGEK, assistant superin- 


tendent of Dist. 21, explained that the 
deficit will be covered by loan repay- 
ments from other funds and redeemed 
tax anticipation warrants. 


This will cause the fund to come out 


with more than a $300,000 balance on 
hand at the end of June, 1973, 


The building fund shows a deficit of 


almost $80,000. This is due to a new 
"Ufe Safety Code" which will cost an 
estimated $75,000. The code Is a monitor- 
ing system for all the district schools 
from the district office. 


However, even though tax anticipation 


wilt supposedly cover the minus spend- 
ing in this fund, the board still raised 
some questions about it. 


BOARD MEMBER Ronald Cole asked 


why it was costing the district an esti- 
mated 120,000 for roof repairs at Jack 
London Junior High School. 


Barger answered, "Because that roof 


has leaked since day one." He further 
explained a new style roof border will be 
put around the edges since current edges 
are falling apart. 


Barger also told the board all play- 


grounds and driveways needing paving 
will be worked on this year. New outdoor 
lights are being provided for many 
schools. 


There is also an estimated • $100,000 


budgeted for miscellaneous maintenance 
throughout the year.

Bill Wins OK 
\ 


A bill allowing municipal police depart- 


ments to enforce motor vehicle laws on 
private property unanimously passed the 
.Illinois House of Representatives Friday. 
The bill originated in Hoffman Estates. 


Approved by a 118-0 vote, the bill now 


moves to the Senate. Though introduced 
by SUte Rep. David Regner, R-Mount^ 
Prospect, a prime architect of the legis- 
lation was Richard Regan, chairman of 
the Hoffman Estates Plan Commission. 


In effect the bill would authorize mu- 


nicipal boards, on request from owners, 


, to direct police to enforce traffic laws on 


private roads and parking lots in mul- 
tiple-family developments. 


A House vote on a partner bill that 


would require sellers of condominiums to 
furnish buyers with specific and com- 
plete information on the units itself, and 
obligations and restrictions connected 
with ownership prior to closing a sale 
also is imminent, Regner said. 


THE IMPETUS for both bills came 


from Regan, who feels such legislation is 
necessary especially in view of the ex- 
plosion of condominium and multi-family 
development in the Northwest suburbs. 


The bills would serve to protect people 


who may not be sufficiently sophisticated 
concerning the many-faceted responsi- 
bilities and potential problems connected 
with condominium ownership. 


Regner said that State Sen. John Gra- 


ham, R-Barrington, will shepherd the 
traffic bill in the senate. 


Regner explained an amendment has 


.been added to the traffic bill that, in ef- 
fect, will stipulate that municipalities 
must establish speed limits and other 
regulations on the private property that 
are in accordance with the state motor 
vehicle codes..

The city's zoning board last month, af- 


ter receiving 183 petition signatures from 
residents who oppose the reioning, rec- 
ommended council rejection of the For- 
est request. The 2%-story building is now 
zoned 'CM, neighborhood shopping center 
toning, and Forest is requesting a C-2 
commercial zoning category. 


ACCORDING TO Mrs. Dorothy Stocco, 


North School PTA president, city offi- 
cials and Forest spokesmen have been 
invited to tomorrow's meeting to discuss 
the proposed reioning and possible hospi- 
tal expansion plans. 


Residents,-who live near the school-and 


the hospital, have expressed fears to the 
Des Plaines .Zoning Board of, Appeals 
that expansion will bring youngsters into 
contact with mental patients.

"CLASSES ARE NOT at all formal 


here," Mrs, Weisbaum said. "There-is no 
reason if or the children to. raise their 
hands when they want to express a 
thought." 


.During the day the children spent most 


of. their time with their "families," 
groups of about 10 boys and girls, and 
their student teachers. 


They/learned about plants and animals 


by 'studying tracks' in the woods and 
identifying flowers'and trees.

Putting pressure.on th« •Mines U one 


way to find a solution to noise problems 
at O'Hare Airport. George Franks, who 
win go to Washington D.C. this week, is 
trying to get the federal government to 
do Just that. 


Franks is chairman of the O'Hare Area 


Noise Abatement Council (OANAC). OA- 
NAC is an organization representing 31 
municipalities surrounding O'Hare Air- 
port, dedicated to combatting "the criti- 
cal, unbearable noise problem created by 
Jet aircraft." The group has been recog- 
nized as a "responsible organization 
working through the democratic pro- 
c*si." 


The airlines have the knowledge, the 


wealth and the technology to find a solu- 
tion, Franks said in an interview this 
weak. What they lack is the will. 


The federal government must encour- 


age the airlines to develop that will, 
Franks said. And it's up to citizens to 
bring enough pressure on the govern- 
ment, he suggested. 


That's the way the system is supposed 


to work. But it doesn't seem to be work- 
ing in the case of O'Hare airport noise. 


Nearly half a million citizens are regu- 


larly assaulted by noise that experts say 
U damaging to physical and psy- 
chological health. Yet the airlines are 
allowed to get away with it, Franks said. 


Alan Cranston, U.S. Senator from Cali- 


fornia, has proposed a bill that would re- 
quire noise filters on all existing jet air- 
craft. Other solutions would call for 
changed altitude and take-off and land- 
ing patterns over residential areas. But 
the airlines have resisted these sugges- 
tions. So far they have succeeded in bur- 
ying their critics in masses of red tape. 


But Franks, believes that O'Hare area 


residents have finally become so fed up 
that they will force the federal govern- 
ment to force the airlines to do what they 
already know must be done. 


These are some of the notions that 


Franks hopes to lay before the com- 
merce committee during his Washington 
trip next week. 


FRANKS AND his group have been 


working for three years to obtain ^pas- 
sage of a federal law with teeth in it 
regulating aircraft noise. 


But for the most part, OANAC's efforts 


have been fruitless, he said. Thus far, 
the airlines have remained "a privileged 
nuisance." 


Franks will present to the Commerce 


Commission the latest "statement of out- 
rage" by OANAC. In the understatement 
of the century, OANAC said it was "dis- 
appointed and disillusioned." 


It also criticizes the proposed Noise 


Control Act of 1972 (H. 11021) for 
"specifically 
exempting" noise ' from 


commercial aircraft from the direct Ju- 
risdiction of the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency. It thus eliminates from con- 
trol by the EPA the biggest noise maker 
of them all. 


The statement also criticized the fail- 


ure of the bill to place any resonsibillty 
directly in the airlines — the culprit in 
this wrangle.

The statement further criticized the as- 


signment and control of airport noise to 
the Federal Aviation Agency, a group 
whose failure to achieve anything of sig- 
nificance "is a matter of record." 


In the past, OANAC has.met with the 


F A A ' s A i r p o r t Noise Abatement 
Committee, the Illinois Attorney Gener- 
al, and Congressman John Erlenborn. 


The group has also met with the may- 


ors and presidents of surrounding com-

Franks pointed out the progressively

selves — to "experience" the noise

received typical public-relations-style re- 
plies from the airlines. Only four of them 
even bothered to answer.'"

The four airlines that responded to 


Franks'* letter, referred.him to the Air 
Transport Association, which has done 
nothing about OANAC's requests in the 
past. "It was the same old run-around," 
Franks said. 


Last December, Franks wrote to Dr. 


Alvin F. Meyer, Jr., of the Environmen- 
tal Protection agency. In that letter, he 
reiterated the three-year fight for peace 
and quiet, and pointed out that "the air- 
line industry has built-in wall of service 
departments, which have shielded the 
airlines from the problem and the anger 
of the noise-affected citizen." 


Franks said that the airlines can do, 


and must do something about the airport 
noise problem. But probably they will do 
something only if the government in- 
sists. And that is what Franks and OA- 
NAC are fighting1 to achieve. Franks re- 
gards his May 17 Washington trip as a 
kind of, "last-ditch effort." In a way, he 
suggested, it is a tost not only of a spe- 
cific issue but a tost of our system of 
government. 


He pointed out that OANAC had 


strictly observed all the normal protocol 
and requirements of the system for three 
years. Yet they have achieved little or no 
relief. /The question that emerges, he 
said, is "does the system work?" 


It is a question that O'Hare area and 


other citizens may well ponder as they 
listen to campaign oratory in an election 
year.

Bill To Allow Traffic Enforcement 
On Private Lots Wins House OK 


A bill allowing municipal police depart- 


ments to enforce motor vehicle laws on 
private property unanimously passed the 
Illinois House of Representatives Friday. 
The bill originated in Hoffman Estates. 


Approved by a 1184 vote, the bill now 


move* to the Senate. Though introduced 
by State Rep. David Regner, R-Mount 
Prospect, a prime architect of the legis- 
lation was Richard Regan, chairman of 
the Hoffman Estate* Plan Commission. 


In effect the bill would authorize mu- 


nicipal boards, on request from owners, 
to direct police to enforce traffic laws on 
private roads and parking lots in mul- 
tiple-family developments. 


A House vote on a partner bill that 


would require sellers of condominiums to 
furajah buyers with specific and com- 
plete Information on the units Itself, and 
oblications and restrictions connected 


with ownership prior to closing a sale 
also is imminent, Regner said. 


THE IMPETUS for both bills came 


from Regan, who feels such legislation is 
necessary especially in view of the ex- 
plosion of condominium and multi-family 
development in the Northwest suburbs. 


The bills would serve to protect people 


who may not be sufficiently sophisticated 
concerning the many-faceted responsi- 
bilities and potential problems connected 
with condominium ownership. 


Regner said that State Sen. John Gra- 


ham, R-Barrlngton, will shepherd the 
traffic bill in the senate. 


Regner explained an amendment has 


been added to the traffic bill that, in ef- 
fect, will stipulate that municipalities 
must establish speed limits and other 
regulations on the private property that 
are in accordance with the state motor 
vehicle codes.

cember, Guillou said. Another section of 
the creek to be improved between Emer- 
son and Rte. 33 will begin late next year, 
if funding is approved, he added. 


THE CONTROVERSIAL work between 


Emerson and School streets "should be 
all-right with persons living near there," 
Guillou predicted. But he said the final 
proposal is yet to be drawn up. "Most of 
the large trees will be saved near the 
creek," be said. Residents' fears over 
the loss of the trees had many reluctant 
to give easements for the work. 


Guillou said Weller Creek in Mount 


Prospect has not been improved since it 
was a rural stream, adding that the vil- 
lage and the state division of waterways 
agreed the waterway was being over- 
burdened. 


During the spring and summer, the 


creek gives off the stench of sewer gas 
and during the winter, sad spring the wa- 
terway sometimes floods. 


Sewage from combined sanitary-storm 


sewers in the area flows into Weller 
Creek. The lines, which follow the Weller 
drainage system, have been unable to 
carry wastes as well as storm water.

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Elk Grove Mayor Delivers 
Ultimatum On Housing 


Elk Grove Village Housing Commission 


members list week were told to resign 
en masse if they ire not willing to follow 
the village board's directive concerning 
future work of the commission, 


Village Pres. Charles Zettek delivered 


the ultimatum Tuesday night after mem- 
bers of the commission criticized the vil- 
lage board for what they termed its 
"negative" position on the housing issue. 


Zettek noted that the board had made 


its position clear on the housing issue in 
its letter to the commission and was not 
going to change that position. 


"If you don't feel you can undertake 


the project, resign as a body," he told 
the commission at a meeting'requested 
by that panel. "I'm not going to sit here 
and beg you to stay in operation " 


Earlier in the meeting, a commission- 


er, the Rev. Maynard Beal, had de- 
scribed the board's letter as a "very 
negative" type of statement concerning 
the housing need. The letter, sent to com- 
mission members last month, stated that 
and board is not sympathetic to low-in- 
come housing unless it is looked at on an 
area-wide basis. 


ANOTHER COMMISSION member, 


Cathy Duoba, criticized another portion 
of the letter asking the commission to 
contact other housing panels in the area 
to develop an area-wide plan for low-in- 
come housing 


"If you're really serious about this, I 


think it would be better for you to go to 
other village boards," Mrs Duoba told 
the board. She also suggested the board 
pass a resolution saying it would consid- 
er low-income housing if neighboring 
communities did. 


She noted that all housing commissions 


in the area could get together and agree 
on a plan, but "It's still, talk, just talk" 
until policymakers agree on a plan. 


In the letter to the commission, the 


board urged the commission to continue 


its study of the housing problem and 
"contact all like bodies ... in the North- 
west suburban,area" to prepare a joint 
recommendation defining housing prob- 
lems and suggesting remedies. 


The letter also noted that the board 


would consider moderate-income and se- 
nior citizen housing if "the major devel- 
opers would agree that land was avail- 
able 
and would essentially comply 


with the village's zoning and building 
codes." 


Zettek pointed out that writing a letter 


the whole board could agree on was a-- 
difficult task that took a lot of time. 
But, he also said the letter represents the 
opinion of the board as a whole. 


"WE TRIED TO present the letter in 


light of the whole board and that would be 
most fair to all board members," he 
said. 


He also noted that the board's stand 


against low-income housing is one which 
the board believes is beneficial to the vil- 
lage as a whole. 


"The board will not put up 1,000 low- 


income units (which the commission said 
were needed). We think we would be 
doing an injustice to the community to 
do so," he said. "We have to consider the 
entire village'... We are not going to be 
crusaders." 


The Rev. Mr. Beal, temporary chair- 


man of the commission charged that the 
letter indicated the board "is abdicating 
its responsibility" in determining the fu- 
ture of the village by letting developers 
determine the type of housing which is 
built. 


He also charged that the board "in es- 


sence did not deal with the contents of 
the (commission's) report" in its letter 
to the commission. In addition, he criti- 
cized the board for waiting 16 weeks to 
reply to the report and for its failure to 
make deliberations in public. 


Housing Panel Decimated 


It the Elk Grove Village Housing Com- 


mission continues in operation, its make- 
up will be altered significantly as a re- 
sult of developments last week. 


Former commission chairman Neil 


Cooney, who resigned that position last 
month, now has submitted his resigna- 
tion from the commission entirely 


Cooney, who notified Village Pres. 


Charles Zettek of his resignation1 from 
the commission in a letter, did not attend 
the commission's meeting Tuesday with 
the board. 


Another commission member, village 


Trustee Ed Kenna, also officially resign- 
ed from the commission this week, re- 
ducing the number of commission mem- 
bers to five. 


And at least one other commissioner, 


Joseph Wellman, said Tuesday he prob- 
ably would resign from the panel. 


ZETTEK Tuesday asked Rev. May-

Grove, had been chairman of the com- 
mission since its formation two years 
ago. He had opposed continuation of the 
commission's work last November when 
the panel was preparing its report to the 
board, arguing that the commission had 
completed its major work. 


Cooney had urged the board to contin- 


ue the work done by the commission by 
taking its survey, which showed a need 
for 1,055 low-income housing units and 
92 medium-income units, and contacting 
area developers.

Heights Village Board has agreed, but 
not unanimously, on the wording of an 
ordinance aimed at creating a local hous- 
ing commission to implement the recom- 
mendations of the village's Joint Study 
Committee on Low and Moderate-Income 
Housing.

The proposed housing commission ordi- 


nance was the subject of a meeting 
Monday night between the three-man le- 
gal committee and the other three 
trustees on the village board. 


The main responsibility of the housing 


commission would be to implement 
"Homes Phase I" of the joint study com- 
mittee report, which calls for the devel- 
opment of SO units of low and ISO to 250 
units of moderate-income housing on 
scattered sites during the next two years. 


The local housing commission would be 


advisory to the village board and its rec- 
ommendations would be passed to the 
trustees through the Plan Commission or 
the Zoning Board of Appeals, according 
to the proposed ordinance. 


• TRUSTEE AND legal committee mem- 
ber Prank Palmatier presented a modi- 
fied draft of a housing commission ordi- 
nance prepared last month by Village 
Atty. Jack Siegel. 


Palmatier said he had used almost all

Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, the Cook County Housing Au- 
thority and other agencies involved in 
housing programs. 


The housing commission also would 


have the power to investigate funding 
and new techniques of providing housing 
for all income groups; to educate and 
inform local residents about low and 
moderate-income housing programs; to

maintenance and residency requirements 
for low and moderate-income housing;

.firefighter Dave Farr were injured when 
a second explosion ripped out a portion 
of the front wall. Firefighter John <5riel 
was injured. All were treated and re- 
leased from Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center in Elk Grove Village. 


Most of the neighbors questioned about 


the tragedy said they did not know the 
family, who had been renting the house 
since last August. 


"There was an explosion, but it 


sounded like breaking glass and trash 
cans being knocked over," said Mrs. Ray 
Featheringham, 134 Illinois Blvd., who 
lives directly behind the Gahan home. 
She said after hearing the noise she went 
to a back window and' saw dense, black 
smoke. Seconds later the entire house 
was engulfed in flames. 


Mrs. Featheringham said her husband 


and several other men rushed into the 
night to get the children from the house, 
but they were driven back by the heat. 


Kalasa said the heat from the fire 


could have been as high as 1,500 degrees. 


THE BEDROOM where the two boys, 


Robert, 6, and Todd, 5, were found had 
only a small sliding window about five 
feet from the floor. Kalasa said escape 
from there would have been very diffi- 
cult for a small child because the win- 
dow was hard to open and high off the 
ground. 


The third child, Stephanie, was found 


in a bathroom only a few feet from the 
rear door of the house. 


Firemen theorize that she lost her way 


in the smoke and flames and was 
trapped in the bathroom. 


The intensity of the beat was so great

Tommy Armour, golf's "Silver Scot,"

Ben" won the Western crown in. 1946 at 
Sappington, Mo., and two years later 
won the Western at Buffalo, NY. 


'palmer won the 1961 and 1963 Western 


Opens at Belmoot, Mich., and Beverly 
Country Club, Chicago. "Arnle" was the 
U.S. Open winner in 1960 at Denver and 
put "back-to-back" victories together in 
the 1961 and 1962 British Opens. 


Nicklaus, destined to be forever ranked 


with the game's all-time greats, won the 
Western Open at Beverly in 1967 and re- 
peated the following year at Olympia 
Fields.
